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HAND ACROSS BORDER 

Bond issue 
digs deep 
for dollar 

OTTAWA (CP) — The government announced 
Thursday night that it was borrowing $750 million US. 
In the United States through a public issue of Govern 
mont of Canada bonds, the government said in a 
prepared announcement Thursday. 

The money will be used to support the dollar and to 
rover a deficit in international transactions. Finance 
Minister Jean Chretien said on Feb. 21 the government 
was planning to borrow abroad, bul did not indicate 
how much. 

The proposed bond issue will consist of equal 
principal amounts of five-year bonds maturing in 19811. 
seven-and-a-half year bonds maturing in 1985 and 
20-year bonds maturing in 1998 

Chretien said a registration statement for the bond 
issue would be filed soon with the U S. Securities and 
Exchange Commission. Further details on the bor 
rowing will be released then. 

Finance officials said they were "moving with dis 
patch" on the bond issue, but it likely would take 
several weeks before the money is raised 

Meantime, the government is borrowing $200 mil 
lion U.S. from a special $1.5 billion standby credit set 
up with chartered banks last fall to defend the dollar's 
value 

Finance officials say this is not the first time that 
the government has borrowed through a U.S. bond 
issue. In 1908. $100 million U.S. was raised through a 
similar bond issue in New York 

The urgency of the oovernment's situation was 
underlined Thursday when published figures showed 
the country’s official reserves dropped to an eight- 
year Ijpv in February 

The government spent $715.3 million of its U.S. dol 
lar holdings in February in an effort to slow the 
dollar's falling value. After including changes in hold 
ings of other forms of reserves, including gold and 
so-called special drawing rights in the International 
Monetary Fund, the official reserves were down in the 
month by $706.6 million. 

The Canadian currency 's value weakened in re¬ 
sponse to the news of heavy gov ernment intervention 
In support it. closing Thursday at 89.33 cents U.S. 

In the Commons Thursday, Chretien continued to 
Insist that the dollar is floating freely on currency 
exchange markets. February was "particularly diffi 
cult" for the currency, bul Bank of Canada traders 
intervened only to "make sure there is an orderly 
market." the finance minister said 

In 15 months since late 1976, the dollar's value has 
tumbled from a peak of $1 03 U.S. to a 45 year low last 
w eek of 88.9 cents U.S. 

It is estimated that a three-cent decline in the 
dollar s exchange value adds almost one per cent to 
the cost of living in Canada over a year. 


Shrinking buck 
wounding 
military deals 

OTTAWA (CP) — The sliding dollar may cost 
Canada $71 million extra for a long-range patrol 
airc raft and millions more for new tanks for the armed 
forces. 

It could be a factor in government plans for the 
new $2.:t-billiun fighter aircraft although Supply Min¬ 
ister Jean-Pierre Coyer would not comment on that 
possibility Thursday: 

Coyer said outside a cabinet meeting that the long- 
range patrol aircraft <LRPA). built by Lockheed 
Corp. of California, will cost $71 million extra if the 
dollar continues to be worth 10 cents less than the 
American dollar. That is based on a program cost for 
lhe IK Lockheed Aurora airc raft of about $700 million. 

He said that payments are being made continually 
to Lockheed. 

“For the time being, because of the value of the 
dollar, we have to pay more. What the value of the 
dollar will be six months from now and until the 
completion of the contract. 1 can t predict.” 

Allan McKinnon. Conservative defence critic, said 
the government may have to pay up to 20 per cent 
more than originally estimated for new Leopard tanks 
being built by Krauss-Maffei. a West German firm. 
The German mark has climbed in value to 56 
cents In comparison to the dollar from 40 cents sipce 
the contract was signed in October. 1976. 

The armed forces are buying 128 Leopard C-l 
battle tanks at a cost of $187 million.

Government 
hunts ‘leak’ 

OTTAWA (CP)—The government demanded 
Thursday that Conservative MP Tom Cossitt return 
immediately what it says is.a top-secret document 
stolen from the RCMP dealing with foreign agents in 
Canada. 

Solicitor-General Jean-Jacques Blais and Mi¬ 
chael Dare, head of the force's security service, 
visited Cossitt's Parliament Hill office to warn him he 
could be arrested if he failed to turn over the sensitive 
documents they say are in his possession. 

Blais later made it plain the government would 
use all its powers to retrieve the file and that it is 
essential to identify the source of the information. 

But he indicated no action would be taken until 
after noon today. 

Complains of visit 


Blais told reporters that the 
purpose of the extraordinary 
procedures was “basically to 
make sure that the document 
Itself might permit us to 
ascertain what the source of 
that information might be.” 

Meanwhile Cossitt. after 
launching a complaint in the 
Commons about the visit of 
Blais and Dare that caused a 
three-hour debate, slipped 
away without saying what he 
would do. 

Cossitt said documents 
shown to him by the pair 
confirmed some statements 
he has made concerning So¬ 
viet funds entering Canada to 
finance terrorist activities. 

This is what happened in a 
confusing day that stopped 
Commons business ‘ 

• Cossitt rose in the Com¬ 
mons on a question of privi¬ 
lege, complaining that the 
visit to his office of Blais and 
Dare constituted intimidation 
and an infringement of his 
rights as an MP. 

• He was supported by a 
large number of Conserva 
live and New Democratic 
Party MPs. 

• Prime Minister Trudeau 
said Cossitt's use of the stolen 
documents “gravely under 
mines’’ the RCMP’s efforts to 
protect national security and 
helps Canada's enemies. 

• The government offered 
to have Commons Speaker 
James Jerome keep the docu¬ 
ments until Monday, but Con 
servative MP Eric Nielson 
warned that this might make 
Jerome an accessory after 
the fact if it turns out the 
documents were stolen. 


• Blais in effect gave Cos¬ 
sitt until noon today to de 
cide what to do. Blais said he 
would not do anything until 
Jerome made a preliminary 
ruling on Cossitt's question of 
privilege then. 

• About two hours after the 
debate began. Cossitt told the 
House his Centre Block office 
had been broken into. Jerome 
said he had not given permis¬ 
sion for any searches of any 
offices in the Parliament 
Buildings.

OTTAW'A (CP) — A fellow MP says he advised 
Tom Cossitt to shred a document that the governmenl 
has described as top-secret and stolen from the RCMP 
security service. - • v 

Elmer MacKay (PC—Central Nova) satd to re 1 * 
porters he gave that advice so Cossitt could prolect 
the source of the document. 

MacKay made the statement after the govern 
ment demanded that Cossitt return the 60-page docu 
ment that Prime Minister Trudeau said deals wilh 
foreign agents in Canada. 

MacKay and a number of other friends formed a 
protective screen around the Leeds, Ont., MP after 
the Commons had debated for almost three hours 
whether his privileges had been violated by a warning 
from Solicitor-General Jean-Jacques Blais that he 
could be arrested if he did not return the document. 

Cossitt was ashen faced with he made a hurried 
exit from his Centre Block office, stuffing papers into 
a tiny briefcase. 

He said he w as just going for a little car ride to get 
some fresh air. 

He hid declined to say anything to reporters, 
saying he wanted to talk with his lawyer. Later he 
refused to confirm that his office had been entered, a 
charge he had made in the Commons, or even that he 
had the document. 


Ease fuel tax, 
BCAA urges 


VANCOUVER (CP) — The 
B.C. Automobile Association 
asked the federal and provln 
dal governments Thursday 
to reduce taxes on motor fuel 
as gasoline prices we're 
boosted to more than $1 a 
gallon in many parts of the 
province. 

Bill McKinley, association 
president, said in a news re¬ 
lease that B.C. motorists 
were paying more for gaso 
line produced from domestic- 
crude oil than Americans 
were paying for gasftline 
made from Middle East 
crude, which costs up to $4 a 
barrel more. 


“Oil company profits not 
withstanding, the major 
blame for the ever increasing 
price of gasoline belongs to 
governments, federal and 
provincial who take 51.9 cents 
in taxes for every gallon of 
gasoline sold,” said Mcftl(i*» 
ley. 

He said attempts by the 
federal governmenl to reduce 
fuel consumption and to 
equalize prices across Cana¬ 
da had only resulted in dis¬ 
criminatory costs against 
private motorists. 

Major oil companies hiked 
prices Thursday following a 
rise in crude oil prices Jan. 1 
of $1 a barrel.

Inefficiency and ineptness 
in Unemployment Insurance 
Commission offices are forc¬ 
ing up to a thousand persons 
a month on to provincial wel¬ 
fare rolls.

Coyer was asked whether the falling dollar might 
have an impact on the government's plan to buy 130 to 
150 new fighter aircraft. The minister had no com¬ 
ment. 

The government has said it will not go above (2.3 
billion except to take account of normal inflation. 

McKinnon said the government does not seem to 
be estimating accurately the impact of inflation on the 
defence budget. The defence budget was being in¬ 
creased about seven per cent but defence equipment 
was highly expensive. 

"I can assure you that will not keep up with the 
Inflation rate with the things that the military will 
use," McKinnon said.

He has asked why the gov¬ 
ernment has watched five So¬ 
viet-owned companies In Can¬ 
ada—whether their funds are 

used for subversion.

He has said a Russian mem¬ 
ber of the Parliamentary 
press gallery attempted to 
subvert to ministerial aides. 

All his charges have been 
denied. 

The MP said Thursday that 
a document shown to him by 
Blais and Dare showed that 
statements he had made were 
correct. 

Cossitt said he had been 
told that he could be arrested 
and his home and office could 
be searched if he did not hand 
over the document. He said 
he asked that nothing be done 
until Monday to give him 
time to consult a lawyer. But 
he said he was given a dead¬ 
line. 

Trudeau and Otto Lang, 
acting justice minister, said 
further damage to the coun 
try’s security could be done if 
the document was not handed 
over immediately. 

Trudeau said although for¬ 
eign spies were willing to pay 
large sums of money for In¬ 
formation about the internal 
workings of the RCMP secu¬ 
rity service, now courtesy of 
Cossitt, they got it free. 

Loyal Canadians would bo 
discouraged from co-operat¬ 
ing with the security service 
if they thought their names 
would be divulged because of 
a “leaky” service. 

Clark said the govern¬ 
ment’s action reeked of intim¬ 
idation. He said Cossitt must 
be allowed to see a lawyer. 

Cossitt said he had been 
denied a fundamental right 
as a Canadian, the right to 
consult his lawyer, and that he 
could not possibly do that in 
the short time allowed by 
Blais. 

The Ontario MP charged 
repeatedly that the Liberal 
government wasJrying to in¬ 
timidate him and that Tru¬ 
deau was personally respon¬ 
sible for the action. 

Blais, who said there was no 
intention to intimidate Cos- 
sitt,confirmed that he had 
informed Trudeau of his plan 
to visit Cossitt and that Tru 
deau had in turn informed 
Clark during a meeting in the 
prime minister’s office. 

The solicitor-general said it 
was clear that Cossitt had on 
three occasions in the Com¬ 
mons breached the terms of 
the Official Secrets Act. 

Blais denied amid hoots 
from opposition benches that 
he was trying to intimidate 
Cossitt. 

He said he was only point¬ 
ing out what was written in 
the law.

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No clues in night robbery 


CORSIER SyH VEVEY 
(AP) — Grave robber* acting 
under cover of darkness stole 
the body of comedian Charlie 
Chaplin, who died Christmas 
Day. from a tiny unguarded 
cemetery in this Swiss village 
where be spent his last 20 
years, police said Thursday. 

The cemetery, containing 
about too tombs of village 
merchants, tradesmen and 
winegrowers with modest 
headstones and simple wood¬ 
en crosses, is located in a 
remote area along a quiet 
dirt road. It Is surrounded by 
a small stone wall about one 
metre high, near which Cha¬ 
plin's grave was located. 

The comedian's grave did 
not have an elaborate tomb¬ 
stone because he wanted his 
grave to be as modest as the 
others in the cemetery. 

Police said the heavy wood¬ 
en coffin was removed be¬ 
tween nightfall Wednesday 
and dawn Thursday. They 
said there was no indication 
whether it was taken for ran¬ 


som. A Corsler municipal of¬ 
ficial called the theft an “act 
of vandalism.’’ 

A cross at the head of the 
grave was left undamaged by 
the graye robbers and police 
took it to a laboratory to 
check for fingerprints. 

When the thieves had fin¬ 
ished, the grave was a gaping 
hole surrounded by mounds 
of earth and broken flowers, 
municipal officials said. By 
the time reporters were per¬ 
mitted In the cemetery, the 
grave had been filled in and 
covered with fresh, flower- 
studded sod. 

There are a few houses 
near the cemetery, the clo¬ 
sest about 45 metres away. 

Paul Germain, a municipal 
worker who helped with Cha¬ 
plin's burial Dec. 27, de¬ 
scribed the coffin as massive 
and said It would have taken 
four men to move it. 

Etienne Buenzod, another 
Corsier municipal worker, 
discovered the grave had 
been tampered with during a 


routine check. There were in¬ 
dentations In the ground Indi¬ 
cating the coffin had been 
dragged for a short distance. 

Police were looking for wit¬ 
nesses, but a spokesman said 
they had no clues. 

Corsier Mayor Ferdinand 
Volet said visitors to the cem¬ 
etery apparently saw the hole 
and a fresh mound of earth 
next to the grave before 
Buenzod noticed the coffin 
was gone and called police 
Thursday afternoon. 

Chaplin's widow Oona, 
daughter of playwright Eu¬ 
gene O’Neill, refused to dis¬ 
cuss the theft with reporters. 

During the 1970s there have 
been at least four attempts to 
snatch the remains of world 
celebrities. 

Last Dec. 27—the day Cha¬ 
plin was buried—an urn con¬ 
taining the ashes of opera 
star Maria Callas disap¬ 
peared from a Paris ceme¬ 
tery. It was found nearby sev¬ 
eral hours later. 

Earlier in the year. In late 


August, four men were ar¬ 
rested at Memphis, Tennes¬ 
see, during a midnight at¬ 
tempt to steal the body of 
Elvis Presley only 11 days 
alter It was entombed in a 
marble mausoleum. 

The body of Marshal Phi¬ 
lippe Petain, who led the 
Vichy government during the 
Nazi occupation of France in. 
the Second World War, was; 
removed from its grave on 
the Atlantic island of Yeu in 
February, 1973. Tbe remains 
were eventually recovered, 
wrapped in rags, from the 
back of a van in a Paris sub¬ 
urb. 

In December, 1974,' Bur¬ 
mese students and monks 
seized a hearse containing 
the body of former UN Secre¬ 
tary-General U Thant shortly 
before a burial service in 
Rangoon. They planned to In¬ 
stall the body in a shrine at 
Rangoon University, but po¬ 
lice intervened and re¬ 
claimed the remains.

statistics 

AS ONE WELL KNOWN Ottawa correspondent 
has already pointed out. Statistics Canada must 
be a source of much embarrassment to both 
Prime Minister Trudeau and Finance Minister 
Chretien after they both expended so much 
energy and so many superlatives last weekend 
extolling Canada’s present economic strength. 

At that time Mr. Trudeau rapped the oppo¬ 
sition leaders over the knuckles by calling them 
"doomsayers” who lacked faith in Canada de¬ 
spite the fact that it was a healthy country in a 
difficult world. With this, he not only implied 
that Canada's economy was just dandy but that 
it was much better than most. 

Quick to conform to the prime minister's 
use of B.S. (Brilliant Strategy) Mr. Chretien fol-. 
lowed up with his own B.S. (Beautiful State¬ 
ment) to the effect that Canada’s economic 
recovery was gaining momentum. “Economic 
growth,” he declared, "in both the third and 
fourth quarter of 1977 was at or above the 
long-term potential rate for the economy." 

And then fell the blow. With abysmally 
poor timing. Statistics Canada released its re¬ 
port on the state of the nation's financial health. 

And what did it show? That Canada’s eco¬ 
nomic recovery is losing — not gaining — 
momentum. That the rate of growth for both the 
third and fourth.quarter of 1977 was far below — 
not at or above — what most economists accept 
as Canada's long-term potential. That Canada's 
GNP increase for 197T was only 2.6 per cent in 
real terms, down sharply from the previous 
year’s 4.9 per cent growth rate. 

Right now Mr. Trudeau and Mr. Chretien 
must feel like Benjamin Disraeli felt when he 
said: "There are three kinds of lies: lies, 
damned lies and statistics." 

Unhappily for them both, Statistics Cana¬ 
da still enjoys — and deservedly — considerable 
credibility throughout the land, despite the fact 
that most Liberal politicians would like to be 
lieve that all the bureau has produced on this 
occasion is a pile of B.S. (Baseless Scuttlebutt). 


Just a minute 

HUGE PILES of tax money for public building 
projects have become so commonplace that we 
read of multi-million dollar contracts without a 
blink. 

Example: a total of $4,054,000 was budgetted 
for constructing, furnishing and equipping the 
fourth wing of the Clearlhue Building at the 
University of Victoria, 

Somehow it’s not real. It's not our money 
anyway, is it? It must come from all those other 
people. 

But wait. Now comes word that times are 
tough, contractors are hungry, pencils are sharp 
— and bids for the project have come in 
under estimate. 

The board of governors advises the project 
will probably be built for $700,000 less than 
estimated. 

That’s wonderful. But it leaves us with an 
uneasy feeling. No contractor figures to do the 
job and lose money. So it makes you wonder 
about those winning bids in palmier times which 
so often came in over estimate. Somehow, this 
kind of good news helps us realize it is our money 
after all. 


Space callers 

IN CASE ANYONE was wondering what to do if 
someone from outer space came calling, re¬ 
searchers from the Library of Congress in the 
United States are saying it might be best if we 
pretend no one's home. 

In a study prepared for the House of Repre¬ 
sentatives' science and technology committee, 
they explain that to answer a signal from out 
there “might be aiding in our own doom." 

Before anyone becomes too concerned about 
the possible evil intentions of outer space 
dwellers, it is worth remembering — popular 
movies to the contrary — that no signal or any 
other sign ever has appeared to show such 
life exists. 

Chances are, if there is life out there, it 
already knows about the way we carry on here — 
and that's why it hasn't bothered to call. 


US,-Israeli disagreements .sharpen

President Anwar Sadat of F.gypt 
again captured the attention and affec¬ 
tion of Americans with his recent tour 
de force of Washington, a bold tactical 
move Intended to bring the United 
States back into the thick of the nego¬ 
tiating process. 

Sadat succeeded in achieving this 
objective, but whether the larger goal of 
having the United States bring pressure 
on Israel to make a major concession 
was achieved remains to be seen. 

And. typical of the ironies that 
abound in the Middle East, the issue 
over which negotiations have stalled is 
privately viewed by Israel. Egypt and 
the United States as "minor ." 

"Surely Sadat isn't going to let a 
few thousand Jews in the northern Sinai 
peninsula stand in the way of a peace 
settlement," one Jewish official said. 
That is almost the exact view of Egyp¬ 
tians. who believe that Israel Is short 
sighted in insisting that Israeli settle 
ments must remain when the Sinai is 
returned to Egypt. 

The Carter administration Is con¬ 


sistent In Its policy that Israeli settle¬ 
ments in occupied territories violate the 
fourth Geneva convention. And It insists 
that even archeological excavations, 
which Israel siys are underway in the 
Shiloh area, are Illegal under earlier 
Hague agreements on the conduct and 
settlement of wars. 

Disagreement between the United 
States and Israel over the settlements 
has sharpened. The issue simmered Iasi 
July when Israel authorized several 
new settlements right after Prime Min¬ 
ister Menachem Begin visited President 
Carter. After talking to Begin, the 
president told a press conference: “My 
own concern was with the establishment 
of settlements. And I let him know very 
strongly that this would be a matter that 
would cause our government deep con¬ 
cern." 

Since July, the administration has 
lef Israel know In many ways and on 
many occasions that it believes Jewish 
settlements are an “obstacle to peace 
Nevertheless, the Begin govemmenl 
continues to authorize, or at least not 
obstruct, the expansion of existing out¬ 
posts and the development of new ones. 

For example, the Issue flared last 
January when, at the height of euphoria 
over Sadat's peace initiative, Israel au 
thorized eight new settlements on the 
Sinaf Peninsula — later modifying its 
stance to say that this was only 
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The inactivity astounding 
in this age of ‘restraint’

So often it’s become a bu 
reaucratic buzzword with a 
smoothly reassuring sound 
for the taxpayers but mean 
ing nothing. 

That was because the pub¬ 
lic service — federal, pro¬ 
vincial and municipal — 
makes up an unhealthy and 



uneconomic seven per cent 
of the voting population of 
the country. 

And seven per cent, voting 
in a bloc, carries a lot of 
clout. 

So the politicians, federal, 
provincial and municipal, 
were hesitant to stick their 
necks out. 

Heads might roll in an elec¬ 
tion if. the politicians really 
meant what they saidRvhen 
they spoke of “restrainr’ and 
that seven per cent swung the 
axe. 

The public service knew 
that, and with the union 
power that former Liberal 
Prime Minister Lester Pear¬ 
son gave them, they black¬ 
mailed the timid politicians

And Begin, trapped by personal ide¬ 
ology and Israeli politics, believes that 
he has made a major concession to 
Egypt, one which violated his campaign 
promises, without getting any recogn- 
tion for his statesmanship. His political 
situation also circumscribes his ability 
to make concessions to Sadat.

LONDON — International 
terrorists operating in West 
ern Europe are about to lose 
their ri^nf to political asy 
lum. 

Proposed legislation cur¬ 
rently passing through Par¬ 
liament here with the support 
of all major political parties 
is shortly to enable Britain to 
become the third European 
state to ratify a powerful con¬ 
vention for the suppression of 
terrorism, thus bringing its 
provisions into force. 

The Council of Europe con¬ 
vention simply establishes 
that acts of terrorism are not 
acceptable means of political 
persuasion, and it deprives 
terrorist suspects of the right 
to political asylum. Contract¬ 
ing states are either to extra¬ 
dite or to prosecute suspected 
terrorists. 

The convention is poten¬ 
tially the most effective col¬ 
lective legal defence hitherto 
contemplated against inter 
national terrorism. Yet it 
also marks the terrorists’ 
most spectacular political 
victory so far against liberal 
democracy. For the conven¬ 
tion undermines the tradi¬ 
tional protection hitherto 
given by Western countries to 
refugees from tyrannies. 

All 20 members of the 
Council of Europe, with the 
exception of Malta and the 
Republic of Ireland, have 
signed the convention, but 
only Austria and Sweden 
have ratified it. It will come 
into effect three months after 
ratification by at least three 
contracting countries. 

Britain’s Suppression of 
Terrorism Bill now in the 
House of Lords is thus ex¬ 
pected shortly to bring the 
convention into effect. It 
coincides with national anti¬ 
terrorist legislation currently 
enacted or debated in many 
Western capitals including 
Washington. Brt'nn and Otta¬ 
wa and with proposals put 
forward by France to make 
the whole of Western Europe 
into a single judicial zone for 
the suppression of all serious 
crime including terrorism 
A government spokesman 
here recently explained dur 
ing the second reading of the 
bill that a common element in 
acts of terrorism was their 
international nature, with of¬ 
fenders committing their 
crimes in countries other 
than their own and then seek 
ing refuge elsewhere. The 
broad purpose of the Council 
of Europe convention and the 
British bill, was to ensure 
that terrorists operating in 
the contracting states were 
brought to justice. 

The convention is based on 
the confidence of the con 
trading countries in each 
other’s systems of justice and 
it commits them either to 
extradite terrorists to the ap¬ 
propriate contracting state 
for pAsecutlon or to prose¬ 
cute themselves. Extradition 
has been hitherto frustrated 
In many cases when terror¬ 
ists claimed that their of¬ 
fences were simply political. 

The political aspects of se¬ 
rious crime will now be disre¬ 
garded In offences covered 
under the Montreal and 
Hague conventions on hijack¬ 
ing and in acts involving kid¬ 
nappings and hostages as 
well as offences involving the 
use of explosives and auto¬ 
matic weapons.

jack attempts involving air¬ 



craft and risking the lives of 
about 25,000 passengers. 
More than 200 terrorists have 
been convicted of serious 
crimes during the same peri¬ 
od — but they received sen¬ 
tences averaging only about 
18 months each. 

Beyond its legal provisions, 
the convention is intended as 
a corporate, symbolic ges¬ 
ture warning that Western 
Europe — hitherto an attrac¬ 
tive and frequent target of 
international terrorists — is 
about to get tough. 

It is accompanied by co-op¬ 
erative arrangements involv¬ 
ing the police forces and the 
security services of the nine 


member countries of the Eu¬ 
ropean Community in com 
mon defence against terror 
ists. The community may 
also apply trade sanctions 
against countries harboring 
terrorists. It is currently con 
sidering legal reform con¬ 
cerning sentencing and capi 
tal punishment in some 
member countries to evolve a 
common judicial zone to deal 
with serious crime. 

The European convention 
will allow contracting states 
to refuse the surrender of ter¬ 
rorist suspects in cases 
where (here Is reason to be¬ 
lieve that they might be mis¬ 
treated on account of their 
race, religion, nationality or 
political views. But "there is 
no doubt," in the opinion of 
one influential observer here, 
"that the convention is poten 
dally a most serious threat to 
the practice of asylum and 
the protection of refugees." 

The Times of London com¬ 
ments: "It could very well be 
argued, and the argument is 
hard to resist, that the men 
ace of international terror 
ism is so dark that some cur¬ 
tailment of the traditional 
exercise of political asylum is 
now necessary in the context 
of Western Europe . .

IF YOU CAUGHT any of th* Liberal convention on the 
tube, If you caught a glimpse of Pierre Trudeau 
exhorting the faithful to ever-greater heights, If you 
listened to his boasts of economic masterpieces and 
pleas of Innocence as far as mismanagement of the 
country's finances, you had to come away with the 
Inescapable conclusion that all Is well in our land. All It 
lacked was the band striking up a stirring rendition of 
Happy Days are Here Again. 

The worst part of the carefully-contrived sce¬ 
nario was that the man was telling deliberate false¬ 
hoods. He boasted that our economy has come back to 
a greater degree than the economy of the United 
States, which simply Is not so. 

Just one week ago. Finance Minister Jean Chre¬ 
tien stood up and said he expected the growth figure 
for the second half of 1177 would be about five per cent. 
Chretien wasn’t even close. Stats Canada reported this 
week that the national economy grew by a very 
disappointing 2.6 per cent In 1977. Apprised of this fact, 
Chretien aaid he had b«*n led to expect more by 
his advisors. He, then, was conned, Just as Trudeau is 
attempting to con us again. Our economic perfor¬ 
mance In 1977 was a disaster and there can be no 
question that thla government Is living in a fool's 
paradise. That's one thing, but to lie about it to the 
public la another thing altogether. Trudeau, the great 
egghead, has once again proved his complete Inability 
to grasp the economic realities of the Seventies. 


YET THE, LIBERAL government continues to 
throw our taxes around In a fashion that would suggest 
there Is no bottom to the well. Maybe you missed it the 
other day. but this government, for instance, Is allow¬ 
ing the already dreadfully over staffed CBC to hire 
another 700 employees. The over-staffing, incidental 
ly. Is well-documented at almost every level of the 
organization. When the 700 bodies are added, the total 
will come odt at 12,222 and the total financial subsidy 
for 1978-79 will be a staggering 9522.4 million. Can you 
Imagine what would happen if a privately-owned 
network blew half a billion dollars in one fiscal year? 
Heads would roll all over the place, belt-tightening 
would be initiated. Not at the CBC, however. They 
blithly add 700 more to the swollen staff. But read on 
for more of the profligate spending, the Indulgences 
committed by our representatives in Ottawa. MP 
Allan McKinnon unearthed this one recently and if it 
doesn't sour your bile, there is something wrong with 
your system. 


THIS ONE HAS TO DO with Iona Campagnolo, the 
minister of fitness and amateur sport. McKinnon 
questioned some of the expense accounts chalked up 
against Mrs. Campagnolo, as well he should have. 

It seems that Iona Campagnolo went to Europe 
last spring to take in the World Hockey Champion¬ 
ships. She got there by regular commercial aircraft, 
but then she had a government Falcon aircraft dis¬ 
patched from Canada to meet her In Europe. This 
aircraft then proceeded to fly Mrs. Campagnolo (and a 
few other dignitaries or friends of the party) from 
hockey site to hockey site, plus a few side trips to such 
places at Rome, Budapest: Warsaw, etc. 

The cost factor worked out something like this. 
The Falcon aircraft costs roughly $751 per hour, so on 
a 24 hour day basis, the cost to the Canadian taxpayer 
totalled $378,504, which certainly qualifies Iona Cam¬ 
pagnolo to be at least a co-pilot to that other noted 
Liberal flyer, Otto Lang. 

Better than one-third of a million dollars for a 
Junket that lasted a total of 21 days. A giant, costly ego 
trip for one of our federal ministers, the same minister 
who authorized the spending of 9840.000 on the filming 
of the Commonwealth Games in Edmonton this sum- 


THERE CAN BE ABSOLUTELY no Justification 
for the expenditure of such gross amounts of money to 
fly a damned cabinet minister around Europe, and if 
Campagnolo’s constituents In Skeena return her to 
power the next time the fur flies, then those citizens 
must not have any great concern what happens to their 
hard-earned tax dollars. 

It is this type of thumb-your-nose to the public 
that has put Canada in a desperate financial position. 
Regardless of all the carefully-written phrases 
mouthed by the PM last week, his has been a govern¬ 
ment of Financial Irresponsibility and a government 
that has tied a heavy yoke around the necks of every 
last one of us. No amount of blatant lying can erase the 
blot and the impost we must carry as a result. 

The on-camera performance bears no resem¬ 
blance to the actual Hansard of happenings. The 
propaganda mill coveniently forgets the triviality of 
fact.

It Is frightening to think 
that within 12 to 15 years our 
forest industry will be facing 
massive layoffs, a result of 
cutting policies dictated by 
the giant multi-national com¬ 
panies In collaboration with 
our B.C. Forest Service. The 
close relationship between 
the major logging companies 
and the forest service has 
resulted in the over-cutting of 
virgin timber. Together they 
have tolerated poor silvicul¬ 
tural practices and high 
waste in timber utilization. 

This spells doom for this 
vital industry In B.C. The 
only hope Is to have public 
renewal hearings for the tree 
farm licenses which were 
given away to major com¬ 
panies Just a few years ago. 
Only In this way will we be 
able to Find out the true story 
of their mismanagement and 
find a way to correct the mis¬ 
takes which have already 
been made. 

The solution Is difficult. It 
seems to me that we will have 
to cut fewer "old growth” 
trees each year with some 
loss In employment. It also 
seems to me that we as tax¬ 
payers are going to have to 
make a direct investment in 
sound silvicultural practices. 
Finally, I think, the govern¬ 
ment is going to have to force 
the companies to modernize, 
especially in their sawmiil 
operations. 

I know that these are not 
politically palatable solu¬ 
tions, as Mr. George in his 
brief to the NDP caucus said. 
There is no magic solution 
that any politician who de¬ 
sires re-election can adopt. 
Unfortunately if we are not 
willing to pay the price now it 
will be too late in 10 years, 
and in 15 years we will Just be 
-another economically de¬ 
pressed area, like the Mari- 
iimes.

S.R.I. simplifies. English 


I am here on a visit from 
Australia and have noticed 
from time to time articles in 
the press deploring the cur¬ 
rent high proportion of illi¬ 
teracy in Canada. 

This problem of course 
occurs in all English speak¬ 
ing countries and each has 
had its academlcrtommlttees 
and researchers, at goodness 
knows what cost, endevor- 
fngto find the cause. Some or 
their conclusions are most 
"enlightening." I remember 
one group that had spent 
months (and lots of money) 
In research coming up with 
such statements as, "Chil¬ 
dren who read most are bet¬ 
ter spellers! ” 

1 cannot recollect, how- 
ever, ever reading eny article 
In England. Australia or Can- 
ada which came up with the 
main reason for illiteracy In 
our language, namely that we 
are saddled with a stupid and 
illogical system of spelling. 

Chllden are born with logi¬ 
cal minds but megy children 
(often with a high I.Q.) have 
great difficulty learning to 
read and get an inferiority 
complex which can be disas- 


students and you could see 
the relief on their faces. 

Basically, our system Is 
phonetic but there .are so 
meny exceptions and dupli¬ 
cations that eny advantage 
this system had, has almost 
been eliminated. Meny coun¬ 
tries (lo have a strictly pho¬ 
netic system and they have 
no need for spelling lessons 
such as we have. Also, as 
English Is becoming a world¬ 
wide language, it would be a 
great help if it could be sim¬ 
plified. We have seven differ¬ 
ent pronunciations of “ough" 
and seven different ways of 
making the “k" sound. 

The only way to change our 
system is to gradually Intro¬ 
duce changes, one step at a 
time. This is the method 
adopted by the Spelling Ac¬ 
tion Society (S.A.S.) of Aus¬ 
tralia. TTiere are spelling so¬ 
cieties In England and the 
U.S.A. but they have been 
talking for years and getting 
nowhere. In Australia, a 
small number of publications 
are alredy being printed 
using S.R.I.

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Margaret Jenkins 
closure protested 

I am writing on behalf of Margaret Jenkins School, a 
school situated in the family neighborhood of Fairfield 
and a school that 1 feel should not be closed. 

Closure, either In whole or in part, will mean the trans 
fer of students to Monterey and Sir James Douglas; 
schools already experiencing a degree of over-crowding. If 
this Is the casethen portables will be required for Monterey 
and Sir James Douglas's annex, recently closed, will 
have to be re-opened. The main reason put forward (but 
not well documented in the Facilities '77 report) for clos¬ 
ing Margaret Jenkins is the financial savings that will 
supposedly occur. The construction of new portables and the ' 
reopening of the annex are hardly Inexpensive operations. 

Closing Margaret Jenkins will mean increased travel¬ 
ling for some students. This may seem a small point to 
most adults, but an extra mile or a half is a lot to a first 
or second grader especially If it entails Hit-crossing of 
many more intersections. When was the last time most 
adults walked or bicycled to work or to the local store? 
Most tend to travel by car, a vehicle that greatly negates 
the effect of extra distance, the hills between Margaret 
Jenkins and Monterey and the lack of direct connecting 
roads between the two schools. 

The partial closure of Margaret Jenkins will result in 
Ihe loss of a valuable science lab. a band room, an orches¬ 
tral string room and rooms used by several special pro¬ 
grams. There is, presently, talk of imposing a curfew in 
Victoria because young people are misusing their free 
time. Close rooms at Margaret Jenkins and the band 
program will fold and children will be denied a ben¬ 
eficial hobby which will give them productive after-school 
activity, keep them off the street and enhance their later 
life. 

It will be those in the special hearing and educational¬ 
ly retarded classes who will suffer the most from partial 
closure of Margaret Jenkins for they have already been 
shunted from pillar to post many times and moving 
again will only set back their successful integration into a 
school community. 

I close by urging all concerned, including those school 
trustees not present at the Feb. 22 meeting, to attend 
the school board's public hearing in the Margaret Jen¬ 
kins gvmnasiusm at 8 p.m March 8.

the city of Victoria has 
some memorable and hi.stor 
ic events, as a legacy in its 
interesting history. 

One of these events took 
place on June 17, 1913. 65 
wars ago. Completed in 1918. 
it’s now the 60th anniversary . 

This event was the depar 
lure of the Canadian Arctic 
Expedition from Victoria 
harbor, under the Canadian 
horn Commander Vilhjalmur 
Stefansson. 

On his return in 1918 after 
five years in the Arctic, he 
had discovered, explored and 
placed on the map. five new 
islands —*naming these Bor 
den. Brock. Lougheed. 
Meigheu and McKenzie King 
These were claimed, based 
on the ancient rights of disco 
very by Canada. 

This was Stelansson’s third 
and last expedition, compiet 
mg his life work in the Arctic 
of a total of 13 summers and 
10 winters. 

The B.C. government pre 
s e n t e d. (by Richa r d 
McBride). Stefansson with a 
silver tray on behalf of Un¬ 
people of the prov ince on the 
departure of the expedition 
dated June 17, 1913. At this 
time the silver tray is an 
Arctic legacy. This was the 
only souvenir he kept and 
treasured from any expedi 
lion. 

(ieneologists traced Ste 
fansson s ancestry and found 
that he was a descendant of 
Leif Erickson, who discover 
cd America nearly 300 years 
before Columbus. Stefansson, 
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Surprise! 

On return from holidays 1 
“mailed three rolls of 35mm 
film, in three separate enve 
lopes to Vancouver for devel¬ 
oping.

The major problem in rela¬ 
tions between Canada and the 
EEC was settled last Decem¬ 
ber when an Interim agree¬ 
ment was reached on urani¬ 
um shipments. 

Canada had suspended ura¬ 
nium shipments a year ear¬ 
lier because community 
members had not accepted 
Canadian safeguards against 
the spread of nuclear 
weapons. 

So attention is expected to 
swing back to the framework 
agreement and trade be 
tween the community and 
Canada. 

The agreement, signed in 
July. 1976. is the only such 
accord that the community 
has with another Industrial 
accord. It is designed to in¬ 
crease business between 
Canada and the EEC. 

Some observers have said 
since that early results of the 
agreement have been disap¬ 
pointing. Canadian exports to 
the EEC have grown more 
slowly than they have to the 
U.S. 

But officials in Ottawa and 
Brussels say the agreement 
should not be judged on its 
short 18-month history. More 
time was needed to get Euro¬ 
pean and Canadian business¬ 
men to step up business.

manslaughter In the stabbing 
death Dec. IS of James 
Strulk, 23. 

Mr. Justice Richard'An¬ 
derson directed the jury that 
there was no evidence on 
which It could conclude there 
was second-degree murder— 
the charge laid against Ervin 
Ray Beebe—and that the al¬ 
ternatives were manslaugh¬ 
ter or not guilty. 

The Jury deliberated 43 mi¬ 
nutes, returning to the court¬ 
room only once to hear again 
the Criminal Code definition 
of self-defence. 

After the verdict was 
given, Beebe thanked his law¬ 
yers, David Wilson and Scott 
Marshall, and also thanked 
the jury of seven women and 
five men. 

Court was told during the 
four-day trial that Beebe had 
an argument with Helmut 
(Ham) Gruber at the Golden 
Bear tavern in Sidney over 
whose turn It was at the pool 
table. 

A little later, Gruber 
chased after Beebe outside 
the tavern. Strulk ran from 
the tavern, grabbed and 
punched Beebe, during which 
Beebe struck him with a 
knife. Gruber weighed 280 
pounds and Strulk 204 
pounds. 

Struik died from a stab 
wound to the heart, which 
caused the lefts of almost half 
his blood, and also suffered a 
wound in the groin and his 
lower leg. 

In his address to the jury, 
Anderson quoted from two 


English courts about the doc¬ 
trine of reasonable doubt. 

tant In this case Is that there 
may be two or more rational 
conclusions you can draw 
from the evidence. And If you 
find one favors the accused, 
you must acquit” he said. 

The “real Issue" in the case 
was that the prosecution had 
to prove that the force used 
by Beebe was excessive and 
that Beebe did not have an 
honest belief, based on rea¬ 
sonable grounds, to use the 
force he did. 

. The state of mind of Beebe 
at the time was “all-lmpor- 
tant. You may well ask, what 
other means did the accused 
have to (stop) an excessive 
beating? What was he to do? 
Was it excessive use of force 
when being beaten by a 200- 
pound man to use a knife?" 

He said the theory of the 
prosecution was that Beebe 
was angry, he could have 
driven away, but he returned 
to the tavern, knowing there 
would be trouble. He kept on 
taunting Gruber and at all 
times had a knife in his pock¬ 
et and opened It after jump¬ 
ing over a fence. 

If this was so, he said. 
Beebe couldn’t have had an 
honest belief it was necessary 
to use the knife for his pro¬ 
tection. 

The defence theory was 
that the prosecution had not 
proved beyond a reasonable 
doubt that Beebe had used 
excessive force and that 
when a 280-pound man was 
beating you, you were enti¬ 
tled to use a knife.

BONN (AP) — Senior Unit¬

“It's never been this bad 
over here for our Gls," said 
U .S. Army Major Boyd Burk¬ 
holder on Thursday as the 
dollar was fixed on currency 
exchange markets at just 
more than two marks, half its 
vslue a decade ago. 

Families of Canadian ser¬ 
vicemen In West Germany 
also face problems with the 


heavy decline In the value of 
the Canadian dollar. But offi¬ 
cials In Ottawa said the prob¬ 
lem was eased by cost-of-liv¬ 
ing indexing which ensured 
tbit personnel working 
abroad got the same pur¬ 
chasing power as those em¬ 
ployed In Ottawa. 

In the last year, the dollar 
has plummeted from. 2.8 
marks to about two marks. 
The dollar’s drop affects aU 
288,888 U.S. troops stationed 
In West Germany, but Its im¬ 
pact is hardest on those who 
can least afford it—young 
soldiers in the bottom four 
pay grades. 


Under current regulations, 
those servicemen are not en¬ 
titled to bring their families 
to West Germany at govern¬ 
ment expense and do not 
qualify for free housing. But 
an estimated 18,888 low-rank¬ 
ing Gls have brought their 
wives and children here at 
their own expense. 

Like other soldiers, the 
low-ranking Gls and their fa¬ 
milies are free to use U.S. 
post exchanges and commis¬ 
saries, where prices are 
quoted In dollars and are 
lower than in the United 
States. 


Under current rules, mar¬ 
ried soldiers In lower grades 
aih paid the same monthly 
wage as bachelors-8I87.50 
for a private. Rents vary 
widely throughout West Ger 
many, but small unfurnished 
apartments near military 
garrisons usually cost be¬ 
tween 8128 and $230 a month. 
Utilities are not included.

Allan Gene Hollinger, no 
fixed address, pleaded guilty 
to dangerous driving, driving 
while suspended and driving 
without valid insurance.

CAN PUBLIC BE TUNED OUT? 


Saanich wants ‘ears’ off -police 


The popular fad of buying radios with a 
scanner to tune Into police radio frequencies 
is causing concern to the Saanich police 
board. 

The board has asked Police Chief Robert 
Peterson to Investigate the cost of acquir¬ 
ing scramblers and three base stations that 
would be needed 

Peterson, while delighted action was 
being considered, warned the board that the 
practice was common across Canada "and 
who's to say there won't soon be an un- 
scrambler on the market?" 

Police departments objected to people 
monitoring their radio transmissions, he 
said, "but there’s very liule we can do 
unless we spend a considerable amount of 
money to buy the scamblers." 

Peterson said that during police investi¬ 
gations into recent break-ins a( the Tilllcum 
Drive-In Theatre and Cedar Hill golf course 
he believed the intruders were monilor 
Ing the police frequency and were "tipped 
of on police activity. 

“It certainly hampers our investigation 


with people listening to our transmissions." 
he said. J 

Peterson surmised that many people muni 
stay up until early morning listening to the 
police radio, judging from the numbers who 
appear at accident and crime acenes. j 

One elderly Saanich resident, he said, 
contacted him recently and expressed her 
indignation that the frequency had been 
changed and she was unable to find the 
police on her radio dial. / 

The chief said he was not happy with the 

"eavesdropping" for many reasons and 
cited domestic complaints as one of his 
major concerns. 

"I feel it is an intrusion into the realm of 
public privacy to have citizens able to hear a 
blow-by-blow accodht, of a domestic quar¬ 
rel." 

Peterson said it was necessary to provide 
an officer with as much information as 
possible before responding to such com 
plaints “so they know where they stand." 


and the only way It could be relayed was 
through the radio hookup. 

Board chairman Mayor Mel Cnavelier 
said he was concerned about names and 
addresses being aired ff people were listen 
ing to the transmissions. 

Last week, he said a resident called police 
after witnessing a street sip being torn 
down by young vandals. The next evening 
her property wai vandalized and she dal- 
medit was because the yeungsters heard 
police giving an officer her name and ad¬ 
dress so she could be questioned about the 
youth's identity. ' 

He asked Peterson to study other methods 
in which such information could be relayed 
lo the officers. 

AdvertisemenlaAby a national sound sys¬ 
tem store extolling the "big thrill of lis¬ 
tening to police, fir* and marine emergen¬ 
cies” was also of concern, the board was 
told. 

But Peterson/said iitlle could be doue lo 
eliminate because cheap radios could easily 
be tuned into a police frequency.

Trials, tribula tions 7 
of eagle who forgot I 


Mill fires doused

NANAIMO — Her recent 
history is known, and her fu¬ 
ture is hopefully bright and 
clear, but the entire story of 
what happened to a four-year- 
old bald eagle now recuperat¬ 
ing at a farm near Nanaimo 
will probably remain a mys¬ 
tery. 

The eagle in the past sev¬ 
eral weeks has lived in a 
Port Hardy greenhouse; has 
been unsuccessful in attempts 
to fly from a smokehouse* 
roof; and has travelled in a 
cage to Nanaimo to be placed 
under the care of an expert. 

In the process she has been 
nicknamed Goose and Queen 
of Sheba by her caretakers. 

The eagle, not yet sporting 
the white head and tail feath¬ 
ers of a mature bald eagle, 
was found by a Holberg fami 
Iv on a beach, incapable of 
flight. 

From there, the bird was 
entrusted to the care of the 
provincial fish and wildlife 
branch and George Kearey, a 
Port Hardy resident, found 
himself with an eagle in his 
disused greenhouse. 

Kearey told the Colonist 
that he became the bird's 
caretaker because he was a 
friend of the fish and wildlife 
officer on north Island, and 
because he also happened to 
have the empty greenhouse. 

The eagle soon ate Kearey 
out of all his herring strip 
bait. 

And Kearey found himself 
Involved in trying to teach the 
reluctant debutante how to 

fly. 

He once left the bird on the 
roof of his smokehouse, but it 
simply fell off and began 
drinking water from a nearby 
puddle. 

Then Kearey spotted an- 
other eagle in a tree, so he 
carried his new charge to the 
spot and tried to throw her up 


in the air, hoping she'd get 
the idea and fly. 

"1 felt like a fool lugging 
this big bird around in my 
arms,” he recalled. 

Kearey said he nicknamed 
the eagle Goose because she 
was such a goose about fly¬ 
ing. 

Kearey theorized that the 
bird, which had no apparent 
injuries, had somehow been 
buffeted by a storm the area 
experienced a few (Jays be¬ 
fore she was found, and some¬ 
how forgpt how to fly. 

He said that he has heard 
that if such birds are ground¬ 
ed for a time, they do forget 
how to fly and must be taught 
all over again. 

The eagle was quite docile, 
he said, and willing to take 
fish out of his hand. 

Kearey was unable to keep 
his guest, however, because 
he was planning to be away, 
so Goose travelled with him 
to Nanaimo, where fish and 
wildlife officer Terry McGun- 
igle handed her over to an 
expert. 


Ben Dixon has treated other 
birds for the fish and wildlife 
branch, incliiding two eagles. 

And. he added, contrary to 
another widely-held belief, 
even a bird raised in captivi-, 
ty can adapt to the wild. The 
birds have the natural in¬ 
stinct needed to survive. 

The only problem comes 
when people release birds at 
the wrong time of the year. A 
bird released in the fall has a 
reduced chance of survival. 

For this reasoa, plans are 
lo keep the Queen of Sheba on 
Dixon s farm until the spring 
of next year, when she will be 
sent flying back into her natu¬ 
ral habitat.

Further along at 1351 Gordon Head, house 
keeper Mary Alexander made a similar 


prediction when she saw the canoeists. 

As she watched them try to turn their 
canoe around, she thought a wave capsized 
it. Cries for help alerted Mrs. Rowe that her 
son was in the water 

Both women separately called police at 
about 3:30 p.m. 

Mrs. Alexander ran to the cliff and waved 
a dishcloth to let the two men know they 
had been seen. She recalled their yelling 
something like ' it's damn cold." 


She and her employer. Monte Vanton, then 
tried to get a boat from their garage 
down the cliffs but got only two-thirds of the 
way down when it became apparent that the 
two were doing to be blown into shore and 
rescued. 

At one point, the canoeists left their craft 
and tried to swim ashore but Mrs. Rowe said 
later they had thought that's what police 
were telling them to do. 


Mrs. Rowe avoided considerable anxiety 
by gelling "involved" in the rescue. She 
ran out U> the road to direct rescuers onto 
the property and later helped keep the two 
men warm after they were pulled out onto 
the rocks before going to hospital. 

She said her son should have known better 
than to take the canoe out on rough water. 

"When they recover, they're ill for it," she 
said.

Crystal Pool gets 
classy additions 


Another list of extensive alterations de¬ 
signed to turn Victoria's Crystal Pool into a 
"complete recreation-leisure centre" was 
approved Thursday by city council’s parks 
and recreation committee. 

The additional items are improvements to 
the foyer and meeting rooms, renovations to 
the offices and exercise area, expansion of 
the lounge area, more parking space and. 
perhaps, installation of a solarium. 

These improvements are in addition to 
projects already approved last year which 
include installation of a sauna, a swirlpool. 
underwater speakers and electronic timing 
equipment. 

Work on the sauna, swirlpool. speakers 
and timing devices will start April I The 
pool will be closed for at least six weeks 

Aid Robin Blencoe, chairman of the city's 
parks and recreation committee, said he 
hoped to get as many of the additional items 
done as possible during that six-week peri- 
ed 

Total cost of the improvements to the 
Crystal Pool is estimated at $247,000. but of 
that amount $62,000 had been approved 
last year. 

The city hopes the provincial government 
will contribute an estimated $82,000 to the 
cost of the projects, but will go it alone if 
necessary. 

He pointed out that the estimates were all 


on the high side. Installation of the tim 
ing equipment had. for instance, been esti¬ 
mated at $55,000. but when the city called for 
tenders, the lowest bid was for $39,000. 

Blencoe said he expected similar savings 
on the other items once tenders were called 

Blencoe said in an interview after the 
meeting that the money spent on the al 
teralions and improvements would prove to 
be a good investment. He said the city 
had to spend the money to attract visitors to 
the pool. 

Too many people had been using the Oak 
Bay recreation centre because it offered bet 
ter facilities and a friendlier atmosphere 

His aim, he said, was two fold. He wanted 
to see the pool become a ‘‘complete recre 
alion-leisure centre" and at the same time 
serve as the province’s most outstanding 
facility for swim competitions. 

"But my first priority will be the use of the 
pool by the community.” he said. 

The solarium, he said, could be revenue 
producing. It would be basically a room 
wi|h heat or health lamps to be used at an 
additional fee._ 

Quite a number of U.S. cities, Blencoe 
said, had installed solariums in their swim 
ming pools and had found them to be "quitr 
ihe money-makers.” In Europe, he added, 
they were the latest craze.

A small, intimate school with a special role in a gen 
orally low-income area characterized by a diversity of 
ethnic and linguistic groups 

That was the image that came across Wednesday 
night as the Greater Victoria School board held the first of 
six meetings scheduled for the next month in schools 
identified for possible closure owing to declining enrol 
ment or inadequate facilities 

TOLMIE ELEMENTARY now has less than half the 
enrolment it had in 1970. when it peaked at 507 students. 
Since that time its enrolment has dropped every September 
to a low of 248 students in September. 1977. The school now 
has 231 students. 

One contributing factor has been a declining number of 
young families as the neighborhood grows older, and 
commercial and industrial development which, has re 
dueed the number of residences 

The extension of Blanshard Street to the Pat Bay High 
way will cut off more families in the school’s atten¬ 
dance area, school district planner Evan oi^ley said. 
He estimated the school's attendance next year at about 
184. in 1979 at 165-170, and in 1980 al 155-160 

THE SCHOOL PLANT itself is in good condition, Oakley 
said. Schqol operating costs last year were 12 cents a square 
foot compared with the district average of 12.5 cents. 

Principal Wilfred Durrant said the school had found 
good use for the rooms made “surplus” by declining enrol 
ment. Three are taken up by special classes, one for pri¬ 
mary mentally-retarded students, one for emotionally dis¬ 
turbed children, and one for students taking English 
as a second language. 

Other rooms are used for art. music programs such as 
strings, band, and an accordion band, storage and a mini- 
gym , 

The school has an average class size of 21.8 students, 
below the district average of 21, because it was staffed for 
an enrolment of 275 students. Durrant said. 

"The strength of this school is the individual attention 
that children get.” Durrant said. Because the school is 
small, the staff can learn the names and individual prob 
lems of every students, a particular advantage in into 
grating the students in the special classes into the regu 


Hydro unions 
tight-lipped 


Labor strategists remained 
tight-lipped Thursday about 
their plans in the explosive 
B.C. Hydro dispute leaving 
the impression that they 1 
might have a surprise move 
in the making. 

Indications were that all 
three Hydro, unions were 
moving toward collective ac¬ 
tion against the corporation 
under the guiding hand of 
the B.C. Federation of Labor 

Originally, two possible 
lines of attack appeared in 
the offing—a full transit 
strike in Victoria and Van¬ 
couver or all-out job action 
against Hydro operations 
throughout the province. 

But there was a hint Thurs¬ 
day that the unions might 
have something else up their 
sleeves. 

Following the first of two 
strategy meetings in Vaneou 
ver union officials would say 
only that there might be an 
dtlack on what they call the 
province’s “antf-labor" legis 
lation. They didn’t zero in on 
the specific legislation or in 
dicate what the approach 
might be 

But it appeared likely they 
could be prepared to take a 
stand if the government at 
tempts to use the measures of 
essential service legislation 
to thwart any major crippling 
of Hydro. 

The meetings involved rep 
resentatives from the three 
Hydro unions and the labor 
federation. As the day wore 
on secrecy became the catch¬ 
word and union officials were 
reluctant to even disclose the 
location of an evening meet 
ing. They said they were act 
ing on the advice of federa 
tion secretary Len Guy. 

Thursday's meetings fol 
lowed "study sessions" that 
halted urban transit service 
in Vancouver Tuesday and 
Victoria Wednesday. The 
public had been warned well 
in advance by the Amalga 
mated Transit Union and the 
impact of the short-lived cut 
in service was not severe 

However, the threat of a 
prolonged bus strike as early 


as Monday has not disap 
peared. 

Other unions involved in 
the contract battle are the - 
International Brotherhood ol 
Electrical Workers and the 
Office and Technical Km 
ployees Union. Like the ATI 
the Hydro gas workers co 
vered by one local of the 
1BEW are also in a position to 
strike. 

The matter catne to a head 
when the ATU and its 3.500 
bus drivers, mechanics and 
tradesmen rejected propos¬ 
als from mediator Ken Alber 
tini. It was the latest of sever 
al attempts to resolve the 
dispute. Hours of work and 
control of the transit spare- 
board system remain major 
issues.

William Firth of 201

He referred 
to them as "roaring, 
smelling, killing motor 
vehicles ” 

Keeping cars nut of the 
park, he said, "would be 
much, healthier for the 
people and the ducks 
would love it." 


Great little school 
on Closure Lane 

TEACHER Peter Richards read a brief from the staff in 
which he noted that the school’s physical facilities were 
excellent, and because of. the school's small enrolment 
students have more frequent gym sessions than they 
would get at a large school. The school is also well-local 
ed for district programs; 

"It is better to pay for a good school situation now 
than to pay for delinquency later." he added 

“There is no other school in the district that has so 
many students who had educational or emotional handi 
caps, and which handles them as successfully within 
the regular school environment." 

PARENTS WHO spoke agreed, stating that the many 
students from single parent "families and ethnic back¬ 
grounds would be "lost in the shuffle" in a school of 500 
students. 

Other points raised by the parents were 

• A federally-funded Neighborhood Improvement Pro 
gram in the area will encourage more families to li'f 
there, and means a long-term commitment to residential 
zoning. 

• A survey of the school s parents showed that if Tul 
mie w as closed, almost all of them would send their chil 
dren to Hampton school, creating serious crowding there. 
There arc also doubts about the ability of nearby schools to 
accommodate all the students. 

• The publicity surounding the possible closure of llic » 
school has caused many parents to take their children out 
earlier. About 13 students were taken out of the school 
at Christmas for this reason, the parents said. 

• By closing schools, the school board is making Ihe 
old saw about Victoria being a city for the “newlywed and 
the nearly dead" come true. 

One speaker who does not have children in the school 
said she represented taxpayers in the area. - 

“As long as I know there are teachers in this school to 
teach those kids I will be happy to pay my taxes." 

THE LAST WORD came from a parent who said that 
during his boyhood in China his family had fled to a village 
to escape the w ar, and in spite of the poverty the village res 
idents had found ways to keep three small schools going, 
resisting suggestions to combine them into one more offi- 
i ient. but less personal school

The study, produced by the 
sports council and the gov¬ 
ernment-backed social sci¬ 
ence research council, is de 
voted almost entirely to 
disorder at soccer games. 

Tad Croker. secretary of 
thoTlomball Association, rul¬ 
ing body of soccer here, said 
"I don't think It will contrib¬ 
ute one scrap to the preven¬ 
tion of fuotbail hooliganism." 

Noting that the SSRC has 
set aside 175,000 pounds for a 


follow-up study. Croker re¬ 
marked: 

“I think I can Imagine a 
few chuckles when this Is 
read In police departments 
and fuotbail clubs. ”-- 

For some Ume, minor riots 
at soccer games have been 
featured In British news-, 
papers and on television 
After one game when British 
fans got out of hand during a 
game in France, that country 
threatened to ban the British 
team. * 

Croker. who testified dur¬ 
ing hearings leading up to the 
study report, disagreed with 
its conclusions and said 
“Magistrates should ham¬ 
mer the thugs.” 


By an unlucky coincidence, 
the report was made public 
on the same day that news 
papers were carrying pic¬ 
tures of a soccer fan being led 
away-by- fit*t-aW men. a 
dart—thrown into the 
crowd—protruding from the 
area between his right eye 
and nose. 

Croker was supported in 
his dissent by David Smith, 
chairman of Manchester 
United, a club which has been 
plagued by fan upheaval 

"This report is an excellent 
directory of hooligans.'' 


Smith said. "But it hasn't 
come up with any answers.” 

Fines are unlikely to deter 
an excited or provoked sup 
porter. It said, and severe 
sentences are “unrealistic ” 

Instead, it said the answer 
probably lay in. banning fans 
from games 

"Courts could impose an 
attendance-centre which re¬ 
quires a fan to attend on Sat¬ 
urday afternoons (game 
days).” 

The researchers said soc¬ 
cer violence may be just a 
passing fad. 


Sports Minister Denis 
Howell didn't agree. A 
spokesman for his depart 
ment said "the minister de¬ 
tests violence at football 
-matches and feels courts 
should take a harder lute

The decision to drop river 
trout from the fun contest 
was made for conservation 
reasons. 

Provincial biologists are 
seriously concerned about 
dw indling returns of summer 
sleelhead to Vancouver Is¬ 
land rivers, especially in Al- 
bernl Inlet where increased 
commercial net fishing to 
harvest an abundance of 
sockeye salmon created by. 
the Great Central Lake fertil¬ 
ization enhancement pro¬ 
gram resulted in an almost 
wipe-out of the summer steel- 
head. which were taken as 
incidental catches in the nets. 
The sleelhead and the early 
giant Nahminl Bay tyee 
salmon Intermingle with the 
sockeye. 

In an effort to rebuild 
summer steelhead runs pro¬ 
vincial biologists placed a 
summer-time barbless hook, 
catch and release fishery for 
. sports anglers fishing for 
sleelhead on all rivers which 
empty into Barkley Sound 
and Alberni Inlet, and a few 
others. They plan to add 
aoout 14 more summer steel- 
head rivers on Vancouver Is¬ 
land this summer to the catch 
and release fishing and even¬ 
tually talk of about 60 Van ¬ 
couver Island rivers on a 
summertime catch and re¬ 
lease basis, for the protection 
of summer steelhead. 

For this summer there 
likely will be about two dozen 
catch and release rivers on 
Vancouver Island, 

King Fisherman Contest 
officials felt that to continue 
the river trout categories 
(which Include steelhead) in 
the contest might place extra 
pressure on other rivers like 
the Cowichan, where there is 
concern about brown trout 
populations. So they decided 
to drop the river trout cate¬ 
gories. at least for this year. 

But trout from lakes, 
small-mouth bass and salm¬ 
on categories will continue as 
usual.

HOLLYWOOD - Philip 
Ahn, one of Hollywood's best 
known Oriental chancier 
acton, died Tuesday of com 
plications following surgery 
for lung cancer. He was 72. 

In a career that spanned 10 
yegrs, Ahn played more than 
270 character roles, often ap 
pearing as the hated Japanese 
warlord in flag-waving 
movies in the 1940s. 

Ironically, he was the son of 
a Korean patriot. Chang llo 
Ahn. who spent most of his life 
resisting Japanese domina 
lion in his country and died in 
a Japanese prison camp in 
1939. 

In recent years. Ahn’s besi 
known role was that of thr 
wise old Chinese patriarch in 
the TV series, Kung Fu. 

He seldom played Koreans 
Ahn got his start in movies in 
1937, after being born and 
reared above a Los Angeles 
laundry. 

His family had settled in 
Los Angeles in 1902, after his 
father; who is known in Korc 
an history books as Tosati. 
temporarily fled his home 
land after being branded a 
revolutionary by the Japa 
nese. 

Ahn’s first brush with the 
movie world came when he 
would drive his teenage 
sweetheart, who became the 
well-known actress Anna May 
Wong, to the movie studio 
where she worked. 

Douglas Fairbanks, spot 
ting Ahn one day, offered him 
a screen test, but Ahn's mo¬ 
ther refused to let him take it. 

Ahn went on to college, but 
his education was Interrupted 
by financial problems and he 
left school for a lime to work 
as a night clerk in a Los 
Angeles hotel. 

Later, when he was study 
ing at the University of South 
ern Caifornia. director Lewis 
Milestone was looking for 
extras but turned Ahn down 
when he found the young Ori¬ 
ental spoke with perfect die 
tion and not in “pidgin" Eng 
lish. 

"So I turned to him and 
said. 'Oh. so sollie, honorable 
sir. Me no talkie light lay. So 
good-bye, chop chop.’ 

“That did it. I got the pa rl 

Among his films were 
Macao, Fair Wind to Jaw. 
The General Died at Dawn. 
Left Hand of God. and Love is 
a Many Splendored Thing 

His father had helped found 
the Korean Republic in exile 
in Shanghai, China, in 191!) 
Before his final illness. Ahn 
had planned to go to Korea lo 
confer with government offi 
cials there about a S.Vmillioii 
park dedicated to Tosan five 
years ago. It is where his 
parents are buried. 

Ahn never married He 
leaves two sislers and two 
brothers.

home trailer park. 

The eviction notice says, 
the property is "now eligible 
for immedialedevelopment.” 
and must be vacated by May 

The tenants, Mrs. Toni 
Alger, her father Michael and 
her son George, were re¬ 
quired under the terms of 
the lease to “leave quietly." 

« The Algers would not com¬ 
ment on the eviction notice. 

Company spokesman Ken¬ 
neth Gillespie said Wednes¬ 
day in a telephone Interview 
from Vancouver that Sidney 
was currently preparing 
water permits for fOO lots of 
the development. 

Gillespie said no one was 
w as using the land nr living on 
the property. 

The Algers do not live on 
the properly, but farm it. 
Last year they produced 13 
Inns nf hay on the property. 
They also graze 10 cattle on 
the land. 

There are two bams on the 
property, an older hay bam 
and a horse barn, and a 
stream runs through the prop¬ 
erty. 

The property was taken out 
of the Agricultural Land Re¬ 
serve in January. 

Sidney Aid. Jerry Tregas- 
kis led the fight to remove the 
land from the ALR, against 
the wishes of the Capital Re¬ 
gion planning staff. 

The eviction notice was 
dated Feb. 1. The two-year 
lease would have expired In 
1979. 

The Algers were not men 
tinned during Gillespie's for¬ 
mal presentation to council¬ 
lors two weeks ago. 

Sidney council has assured 
local residents that the pro 
posed development, west of 
the Pat Bay Highway and 
east nf McTavish Road, was 
not definite. 

The proposed project In¬ 
cludes a parking lot for at 
least 1(10 recreational vehi¬ 
cles and a recreation centre 
with a swimming pool. 

Gillespie said that before 
meeting personally with 
councillors on Feb. 21, "we 
had preliminary meetings 
with municipal staff to make 
sure water and servicing 
would be available." 

Gillespie said his company 
w as assured that water would 
be available. 

He said that Sidney "was 
preparing to issue us a water 
permit for 100 lots. We’ve . 
been moved up to the head of 
their (water connections) 
list." 

An acquaintance of the 
Algers, who asked that her 
name not be used, said Mrs. 
Alger was looking for proper¬ 
ty to raise her cattle now that 
the eviction notice has been 
issued. 

"It's a shame for that beau¬ 
tiful property to go under ce¬ 
ment," she said. 

"They've been told not to 
make a fuss. 

"She hasn't got any place 
to put her cattle now. What¬ 
ever makes people put a mo¬ 
bile home park on land like 
that? 

"The Algers were going to 
fertilize the land this year 
and really start farming it, 
but now what can they do?"

If there Is anything unusu¬ 
al about 13-year-old Danny 
Grelr, it’s that there Is noth¬ 
ing unusual about him. 

The bright-eyed Colqultz Ju¬ 
nior high student Is a base¬ 
ball fan who helped the 
Hampton Park All-stars to 
the city Little League finals 
last year, and also partici¬ 
pates in golf, badminton, 
track and field, swimming 
skiing, cartooning, rocketry 
and camping. 

In talking with him. one is 
unlikely to find out that 
Danny, the 1978 Heart Fund 
boy for Vancouver Island, 
had a congenital heart defect 
that caused him to pass out 
after strenuous exercise as a 
youngster. 

Says his mother. "He has a 
good outlook toward surgery 
and has recovered very well, 
so he doesn’t say very much 
about his medical experi¬ 
ences.” 

Danny was born with a 
narrowing of the aorta, the 
majer artery that comes out 
of the heart and delivers blood 
to the rest of the body. When 
he played too hard, hfs heart 
was unable to deliver enough 
blood to keep him going, and 
he would pass out. 

At the age of seven, he 
underwent surgery in Toron¬ 
to's Sick Children's Hospital 
to correct the problem, but 
surgeons warned his parents, 
Alan and Ruth Grelr, that the 
narrowing In the aorta is 
usually accompanied by a 
narrowing near a valve in the 
heart, a condition which re¬ 
quires open heart surgery to 
correct. 

So in November 1976 In 
Vancouver General Hospital, 
Danny went under the knife 
for the second time. This time 
his heart was stopped, opened 
up. and the condition correct¬ 
ed. 

Any questions about how 
seriously this would affect 
the 11-year-old were laid to 
rest when, three weeks after 
entering hospital for open- 
heart surgery, he was ready 
to head back to school. 

A few months later, he was 
on "the Hampton Park All- 
Stars, and in the city Little 
League finals. 

His parents give a lot of the 
credit for Danny’s phenome¬ 
nal recovery to the B.C. Heart 
Foundation, which has been a 
major supporter of heart re- 
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search throughout the years. 
While Danny’s condition, and 
the operations to correct it, 
have been familiar to medical 
science for some time, the 
Heart Foundation's support 
for research has done a great 
deal for many other families 
with youngsters like Danny. 

Danny has one more opera¬ 
tion before him. another 
open-heart procedure to re¬ 
fine the work done by the last 
operation, and for this the 
Heart Foundation will pay 
travel expenses for Danny 
and his mother to Toronto. 

“You may think that there 
aren’t many kids with heart 
problems, but when you see a 
whole floor of the hospital 
filled with them, and see that 
they’re being fixed up every 
day, it changes your atti¬ 
tude.” Alan Greir says of his 
experience with Danny's con¬ 
dition. 

The Grelrs attitude toward 
the value of heart research 
has obviously been passed 
along to Danny. 


When he was coming out of 
the hospital in 1976. the hock¬ 
ey team coached by his fa* 
ther got together and gave 
the youngster *50 for a home¬ 
coming present. What to get 
with $50 might be a major 
decision for most youngsters

NEW YORK (AP) - More 
than one-third of U.S. fami- 
' lies have lowered their stan¬ 
dard of living to make ends 
meet and an equal number 
have lost faith in the Ameri¬ 
can dream, says a new study 
of the impact of inflation and 
recession. 

The study, conducted by 
David Capiovitz, a professor 
of sociology at the Graduate 
School of the City University 
of New York, also found that 
more than one-fifth of those 
surveyed—22 per cent—said 
they were less Interested 
than they used to be in own¬ 
ing expensive things. 

Participants in the study 
were ranked, on a scale of 
zero to three, as to whether 
they had lowered their aspi¬ 
rations because of the eco¬ 
nomic crunch. The rankings 
were based on answers to 
questions about standard of 
living, the desire for expen¬ 
sive items and faith in the 
American dream, which was 
not defined. 

Fifty-six per cent were 
ranked one or more, indicat¬ 
ing lowered aspirations to 
some degree. Only two per 
cent, however, were ranked 
as having lowered their hopes 
considerably. 

Caplovitz’s study was 
based on Interviews in May 
and June 1976 with 1,962 peo¬ 
ple in the metropolitan areas 
of New York. Atlanta, San 
Francisco and Detroit. 

Poor and retired people 
were deliberately oversam¬ 
pled because they were mbst 
likely to have felt the impact 
of the economic crunch; sin¬ 
gle. divorced and separated 
people were undersampled, 
because the study was de¬ 
signed primarily to deal with 
family groups.

gree to which a family was 
suffering.' 


Among the highlights of the 
report, released this week: 

• Inflation has hit hardest 
at the poor; 43 per cent of the 
poor said they were a lot 
worse off today than they 
were a few years ago, com¬ 
pared with 25 per cent of the 
retired, 21 per cent of the 
blue-collar workers and 12 
per cent of the white-collar 
workers. 

• The retired are better 

able than all groups except 
white-collar workers to cope 
with inflation. When Caplo-' 
vitz measured subjective in¬ 
flation, he found 58 per cent of 
the poor suffering to a high 
degree, compared with 37 per 
cent of the blue-collar work¬ 
ers, 21 per cent of the retired 
and 18 per cent of the white- 
collar Workers. *

Sceptics voice protest 


Psychiatrists’ people power open to abuse 


TORONTO (CP) - Ply 
chi*tri«ts are unwilling to 
recognize the power they 
wield and ita potential for 
abuse, a United States law 
yer-psychiitrist said recen 
liy. 

Dr. Jonaa Robitscher of At¬ 
lanta. Ga.t told a symposium 
on law and psychiatry that 
the power of psychiatrists, 
psychologists, nurses, social 
workers and some counsel¬ 
lors is growing. 

He said psychiatrists have 
the power to commit a person 
(o a mental hospital or to 
refuse to release a patient 
from one 

The only other person In 
society capable of depriving 
the non-criminal of his liberty 
is the family court judge, he 


said Often when the judge 
and psychiatrist work togeth 
er it is almost impossible to 
challenge their decision on 
detention or liberty. 

Robitscher said psychla 
trials can order retarded 
girls to be sterilized and have 
sexual offenders castrated to • 
alter behavior. 

However, not all psychiat¬ 
ric interventions were bad or 
represented an excess of au 
thorlty. 

He said many decisions 
made by psychiatrists must 
be made. Psychiatrists, if 
they are well-informed, 
thoughtful and aware of the 
extent of their power, are the 
right people to make them. 

Two Washington lawyers 
told the symposium that pen 


pie in the U.S. are becoming 
more sceptical about psychi 
atry and the dependability of 
experts. 

Patricia Wald, assistant at¬ 
torney-general for legislative 
affairs with the U.S. depart- 
-ment of justice, and Paul 
Friedman, director of the 
Mental Health Law Project, 
gave a joint paper. 

They said involuntary com¬ 
mittal to a mental hospital 
has traditionally been used to 
protect society against a dan¬ 
gerous person or as a means 
of helping a sick person 

"For civil libertarians, the 
notion that the slate may de 
prive someone of liberty for 
his own good is to be treated 
with extreme suspicion.” the 
paper said.

Opposition Leader David 
Barrett told Premier Bennett 
on Thursday to put up or shut 
up on the calling of a provin¬ 
cial election. 

Barrett was responding to 
an earlier suggestion by Ben 
nett that the coming annual 
budget would be solid enough 
to seek a mandate 

The premier did not say 
there would be an election this 
vear or that he was even 
thinking of going to the people 
in his third year in office. He 
said he did not want an elec 
lion, but that if the"NDP 
maintained its criticism of 
government economic policy, 
he might consider challeng¬ 
ing it on the hustings on mat¬ 
ters of financial responsibili¬ 
ty- 

He also charged the NDP 
with being "the enemy with¬ 
in” and with Irresponsible ac¬ 
tions regarding the economy. 

Barrett said if any charges 
of irresponsibility were to be 
laid, they should be aimed at 
'J Bennett. 

"He has called this session 
late and left the business com 
munity completely uncertain 
as to what the budget will be,” 
Barrett said. "To that he adds 
threats of an election to com 
pound the uncertainty. It's 
time he stopped the sword- 
rattling and either called an 
election or stopped talking 
about it.” 

Barrett said Bennett and 
Social Credit had been elected 
to govern, but that it had “no 
policy, no programs, noth¬ 
ing.” 

The member for Vancouver 
East said the least the govern¬ 
ment could do to ease unem¬ 
ployment was “start a mas¬ 
sive reforestation program” 
to .get some of the younger 
members of the ranks of un¬ 
employed working. 

Barrett said he didn’t want 
lo make direct links between 
the high unemployment of 
young people and increasing 
irime. "buttherc is a connec¬ 
tion,” he said 

, He noted that the latest 
i rime statistics showed crime 
high in communities where

Laurin took his seat to the applause of his 
Parti Quebecois colleagues after denounc 
ing a cover story in the March 6 Issue of 
Maclean’s entitled Levesque's Blueprint for 
a New Republic of Quebec. 

Over the clapping came the voice of a man 
in the visitors gallery who yelled that he 
had been klcked out of his house in the Place 
Royale section of Old Quebec on a "cultural 
pretext." 

Adrien Vlllandre. a 13-year-old sculptor, 
refused to heed assembly guards who asked 
him to be quiet and continued to shout. 

Speaker Clement Richard ordered a sus¬ 
pension of proceedings and about five of the 
guards struggled with Vlllandre, dragging 
him out of the assembly by force. 

In the corridor Vlllandre told reporters 


that In 1969 he and his four children had 
been forced from their home, which he 
rdeacrlbed at the oldest house in North 
America. 

He said he had been given half-an-hour't 
notice of the expropriation and had only 
received $4,000 In compensation, although 
he estimated the value of the house at $109,- 
000 . 

As he explained his case to reporters 
gathered around him, Denis Vaugeois, who 
was named cultural affairs minister Tues¬ 
day, appeared on the scene. 

The man repeated the details to the minis¬ 
ter. and Veaugeois asked him to calm 
down and took his phone number, promising 
to call him. 

After the minister relurned to the assem¬ 
bly chamber. Vlllandre said that his case 
had advanced further after the outburst 
than It had gone in seven years. 

"1 have confidence in him (Vaugeois)”, he 
said.

QUEBEC (CP) - A study 
group in the communications 
department has recommend¬ 
ed government intervention 
to prevent the further con¬ 
centration of press ownership 
in Quebec. 

In a report made public by 
Communications Minister 
Louis O'Neill Wednesday, the 
group recommends that 
newspaper businesses be con¬ 
sidered in future as “services 
in the public interest" and be 
regulated as such. 

All financial transactions 
concerning the purchase or 
transfer of shares in news 
papers should be subject to 
approval by the Quebec pub¬ 
lic service board,_in the same 
way that radio and TV sta 
tions must seek regulatory 
approval for similar moves 

The report recommends 
that “the concentration of 
newspaper ownership be 
stopped at the point where it 
is now, by decree if needed, to 
permit the government to fix 
tolerable limits in all serenity 
and knowledge of the facts." 

The report, by three ofli 
cials of the department, says 
fundamental rights are not 
yet threatened by this con 
centration of ownership, but 
a danger does exist. 

“Is it necessary to add that 
we find unacceptable the risk 
that a small group of bust 
nessmen could, without limit, 
establish the orientations of. 
the Quebec press, In some 
cases to the smallest detail? " 

The report says that only 
two dailies in the province, 
Montreal's Le Devoir and the 
Sherbrooke Record are inde¬ 
pendent in ownership. 

The report also recom¬ 
mended: 

• An autonomous Quebec 

news agency should be estab¬ 
lished so that the “Image of 
Quebec transmitted in Cana 
da as well as abroad con 
forms to reality;" . 

• Taxpayers should be au 
thorized to deduct the cost of 
a subscription to a new spaper 
of their choice to promote the 
Quebec newspaper industry; 

• Welfare recipients 
should receive free copies of 
a dally or weekly newspaper 
of their choice; 

• Ownership of news¬ 
papers In Quebec should re¬ 
main at least 50 per cent in 
the hands of Quebecers; 

• Two-thirds of the board 
members of newspapers 
should be Quebec residents:

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Last December 1 bad a moat Illumin¬ 
ating Interview with a prominent U.S. 
seedsman — actually. I was trying lo 
pick his brains to rind out what new 
flowers and vegetables we could expect 
to find Hated In hit catalogue this year. 

In the course of our chat, he told me 
that his tales of vegetable seeds were 
rising at a fantastic rate. 

He attributed this, of course, to the 
world food shortages and the rising cost 
of living. The high rate of unemploy¬ 
ment. also, created a need to grow food 
and the leisure for gardening. 

Thousands of homeowners were dig¬ 
ging up the back lawn to grow food 
in typical war-time Victory Garden 
style, and he figured the 1978 demand 
for vegetable seeds would be at least 
three times greater than 1977, which in 
turn was double that of 1978. 

Ills big worry was where to get his 
seeds, for weather conditions in many of 
the traditional seed-growing parts of the 
world were causing many crop failures. 
Seed prices are already high this year, 
and are probably due to go much higher. 

My seedsman friend told me, too. 
that about 60 per cent of his vegetable 
seed sales were for salad vegetables, 
the kind you eat raw — lettuce, toma¬ 
toes. cucumbers, radishes, green onions 
and the like — and almost half of these 
were for lettuce. 


t suppose the i 
cause freshness Is so Very Important in 
lettuce — It suffers so much more de¬ 
teriorating while passing through .the 
channels of trade than, say. turnips or 
potatoes — and the only way you can put 
really fresh lettuce on your table is to 
grow It yourself. 

The seed catalogues list two general 
classes of lettuce — head lettuce, that 
makes a tight, firm ball like a cabbage, 
and leaf lettuce, which never makes a 
head at all. 

There is also an Intermediate type 
known as butterhead that makes a loose 
head with pale yellow or cream-colored 
interior leavey 

Cos or Romaine lettuce makes tall, 
elongated heads, very good Indeed and a 
great favorite in France, but somewhat 
more trouble to grow in that you should 
really tie the outer leaves in order to 
blanch the centres. 

I think it is wise for the home garden¬ 
er to grow at least a little of the leaf or 
butterhead lettuce in addition to the 
head lettuce, for the latter doesn't head 
up unlil Ihe summer Is half over, while 
you can start picking leaves from your 
leaf lettuce or butterhead plants almost 
as soon as the plants put out their first 
leaves. 

For a good leaf lettuce. I don't think 
you can beat The variety Slobolt, espe- 


of agriculture to resist going to seed In 
hot, dry weather. During last year's 
heat dry spell, our Slobolt continued lo 
supply us with tender, green leaves 
even when water was scarce. 

I keep on trying different varieties of 
head lettuce, but I have yet to find one 1 
like better than a little fellow listed 
variously as Imperial 456. Cornel 456 
and Sweetheart 456, depending upon 
whose catalogue you use. I nave a 
strong suspicion, too, that the popular 
Old Country lettuce called All Year 
Round Is actually my old friend, 456. 

While making only small heads, the 
big thing about 456 — apart from Its 
excellent texture and flavor — Is its 
ability to head up. making a good tight 
head. In almost any kind of weather 

Premier Great Lakes heads up in the 
same surefire way, but the tasty heads 
are almost as big as a football, and 
there is too much waste for our small 
family. 

If I had the room to grow only one 
kind of lettuce. I would pass up both Ihe 
heading and Ihe leaf lettuce in favor of 
the butterhead type. Buttercruneh is 
small, butter king Is large, but both 
have leaves which are crisp, very thick, 
brittle and tender, with a flavor that 
remains sweet and free from bitterness 
even in aging plants.

Curiously, on the same day 
lqst week I received two of 
those remarkable books 
which represent an author's 
almost obsessive dedication 
to a single subject, and one 
that might be considered of 
rather small general interest. 

One of them Is about hogs, 
the other about gnomes; and 
while I would have thought 
my curiosity about hogs and 
gnomes could easily have/ 
been satisfied by a few para¬ 
graphs in any good encylcn- 
pedia. I have found both these 
books not only crammed with 
fascinating information, but 
written with great charm and 
contagious affection. 

The Hog Book (Double¬ 
day), by William Hedgepeth, 
is perhaps the less surprising 
of the two, since most of us 
have had some experience 
with hogs, if only in the eatings 
of them. It is not news to me 
that hogs are the most intelli¬ 
gent of animals—perhaps 
even including the apes—and 
that they are neither lazy, 
greedy nor dirty, as com¬ 
monly supposed. It is more 
interesting to learn of the 
hog’s social sensitivity, his 
character, his strange simi¬ 
larity to man. Nothing could 
be thought more symbolic of 
undiscriminating brute libido 
than a randy boar. I suppose; 
yet we learn here the poi¬ 
gnant fact that it is the farm¬ 
er who forces the boar to play 
the field, favoring one sow 
after another, in the interest 
of profit, when in his heart

the fellow Is faithful, and 
would cling to his chosen 
mate, if only man would let 

him. 

Gnomes (Abrams), by the 
Dutch scientist WII Huygen, 
may be found even more 
engaging, perhaps because 
we here in southern Califor¬ 
nia, where they are not 
known to exist, have derived 
such erroneus notions about 
gnomes from those kitschy 
painted clay statues of them 
in our gardens. 

Actually, though, the com¬ 
mon European woodland 
gnome does somewhat re¬ 
semble those manikins, being' 
stocky and ruddy, with a 
large head and nose, and a 
bushy beard and eyebrows, 
and wearing a tall red point¬ 
ed cap, he is on the average 
only six inches tall (the fe¬ 
male somewhat shorter), and 
would never be seen standing 
out in the sun, being a crea¬ 
ture of the night and twilight. 

Though Huygen tells us 
more than the average per¬ 
son might care to know about 
the physiology of the gnome, 
going Into such matters as 
hormonal makeup and sex 
organs, kidney and bladder 
systems, the circulation and 
the senses, this Information is 
lifted above the tedious by 
Huygen’s congenial style and 
the many charming illustra : 
tions by his friend Rien 
Poortvliet, the Dutch artist. 
These two men worked to¬ 
gether for 20 years to gather 
their material, virtually be¬ 


coming creatures of the twi¬ 
light themselves In search of 
their elusive subjects. (For¬ 
tunately, while gnomes have 
their own language, they 
easily learn other languages 
quickly.) 

Only through an incredibly 
sensitive and delicate persis¬ 
tence could Huygen have 
found out. I Imagine, that the 
female gnome ovulates only 
once in a lifetime of about 400 
years, but the male remains 
potent unlil he is about 350. 
Thus, the female has only one 
pregnancy, but the result, 
curiously. Is always twins, in 
either of the three possible 
boy-girl combinations. 
Though the author makes no 
such conjecture, I myself 
think it possible that this pro¬ 
longed sex life, without the 
possibility of pregnancy 
(after that once), is what 
makes gnomes look so happy. 

Being the first definitive 
study of gnomes since Wil¬ 
helm J. Wunderlich's De Ho- 
minibus Parvissimis, pub¬ 
lished In 1580, Gnomes 
inevitably corrects many er¬ 
roneous notions, including 
Wunderlich's assumption 
that gnomes were the same 
as dwarfs and goblins, rather 
than being different. 

Gnomes evidently migrat¬ 
ed from Scandinavia into the 
forests of Western Europe 
about 50 to 100 years before 
Charlemagne (768-814). and 
have been integrated with 
human society, though rarely 
noticed by it, ever since. 


Much of the texttd Illus¬ 
trations depicts the daily life 
of gnomes in such crafts as 
glassblowing, basketry, met¬ 
alwork, carpentry and weav¬ 
ing, and their harmonious re¬ 
lations with all the other 
animals of the woods (except 
hornets), to whom they act as 
friends, guardians and physi¬ 
cians. Children may be in¬ 
structed by the ways in which 
gnomes help animals by giv¬ 
ing them first aid. Gnomes 
will remove ticks from the 
ears of foxes, free rabbits 
from snares, and separate 
stags whose antlers have be¬ 
come entangled in fights by 
sawing them apart. Of course 
children will feel an affinity 
for gnomes anyway, since 
they are both much closer to 
the ground than we are. | 

Gnomes are remarkably 
healthy, having their own 
pharmacopoeia of remedies 
such as elder blossm tea (for 
colds and the flu). Shepherd's 
purse (for high blood 
pressure), and St. John's- 
Wort (for general listless- 
ness). 

What might be mistaken 
for a nervous disorder is the 
gnome’s tendency to shake 
his head. However, Huygen 
talked with a gnome who 
knew a gnome who had at¬ 
tended Mozart's funeral, and 
saw the great musician 
dropped into a pauper's 
grave. What causes gnomes 
to shake their heads, he said, 
is human folly.

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Let me give you a fascinating and 
depressing example of the way the 
human mind works, or fails to work. Or, 
more accurately, the way the mind is 
beclouded by the passions. 

A woman just phoned me at the 
office for the second time in 10 minutes. 
This time she said: “I just wanted to tell 
you that you are very rude," and hung 
up before I had a chance to say a word. 

Now it so happens that I am one of 
the few persons in my line of work who 
answers his own phone, whether or not 
my secretary is at her desk. I do this 
because I think that anyone who talks to 
the public every day has an obliga¬ 
tion to listen to back-talk, and I don't 
like legitimate callers fobbed off by 
some cool intermediary. 

. Ofl the other hand, when I am work¬ 
ing and the person at the other end of the 
phone has something to say that is ob¬ 
viously not an emergency, I say polite¬ 
ly, "Would you mind putting your views 


into a letter, which I will read carefully 
and answer promptly, since I'm too 
busy right now to go into it with 
you?" 

Many people understand and accept 
this. The lady today, in her first call, 
asked me for “15 seconds." I said, 
“Go ahead." A minute later, she was 
still fulminating, and had not yet come 
to the point, if any. 

This was when I asked her to send 
me a note about the matter. She bris¬ 
tled, and we rang off. Ten minutes later, 
as I said, she called to inform me that I 
was a very rude man. -• 

I happen to think that answering my 
own phone is the quintessence of cour¬ 
tesy and openness to the public. But an 
obligation must cut both ways. If I 
decide to make myself accessible to any 
caller.-the caller is obliged to recipro¬ 
cate the courtesy by not taking up my 
time with windy complaints or requests 
for Information that could just as easily 


be handled by letter. 

If the woman had been answered 
by my secretary, and told to write, she 
would have accepted it, having no 
choice. Since she was able to get me, she 
felt she had a right to pour out her heart 
at length — and my refusal to listen 
struck heqas downright “rude." 

This is the thanks I often get for 
sticking to that peculiarly old-fashioned 
British habit of answering your own 
phone. It is a vanishing form of civility 
in the United States, and I can see why, 
if callers insist on taking unfair advan¬ 
tage of the situation. In Britain, cour¬ 
tesy Is met with equal courtesy; other¬ 
wise, the whole arrangement would fall 
apart. 

I have now made an enemy out of a 
reader. If I had been more aloof and in¬ 
accessible, she would not be sn hurt, 
Here Is a trivial, but significant, case- 
study in the basic irrationality of the 
human species.

Bond issue 
digs deep 
for dollar 

OTTAWA (CP) — The government announced 
Thursday night that it was borrowing $750 million U.S. 
in the United States through a public issue of Govern¬ 
ment of Canada bonds, the government said in a 
prepared announcement Thursday. 

The money will be used to support the dollar and to 
cover a deficit in international transactions. Finance 
Minister Jean Chretien said on Feb. 21 the government 
was planning to borrow abroad, but did not indicate 
how much. 

The proposed bond issue will consist of equal 
principal amounts of five-year bonds maturing in 1983, 
seven-and-a half year bonds maturing in 1985 and 
20-year bonds maturing in 1998. 

Chretien said a registration statement for the bond 
issue would be filed soon with the U.S. Securities and 
Kxchange Commission Further details on the bor¬ 
rowing will be released then. 

Finance officials said they were "moving with di' 
patch*' on the bond issue, but it likely would take 
several weeks before the money is raised. 

Meantime, the government is borrowing $200 mil¬ 
lion U.S. from a special $1.5 billion standby credit set 
up with chartered banks last fall to defend the dollar's 
value. 

Finance officials say this is not the first time that 
the government has borrowed through a U.S. bond 
issue. In 1908. $100 million U.S. was raised through a 
similar bond issue in New York. 

The urgency of the Government’s situation was 
underlined Thursday when published figures showed 
the country’s official reserves dropped to an eight 
year low in February. 

The government spent $715.3 million of its U.S. dol¬ 
lar holdings in February in an effort to slow the 
dollar’s failing value. After including changes in hold 
ings of other forms of reserves, including gold and 
so-called special drawing righLs in the International 
Monetary Fund, the official resumes were down in the 
month by $706.6 million. 

The Canadian currency’s value weakened in re¬ 
sponse to the news of heavy government intervention 
to support it. closing Thursday at 89.33 cents U.S. 

In the Commons Thursday, Chretien continued to 
insist that the dollar is floating freely on currency 
exchange markets. February was “particularly diffi¬ 
cult" fyr the currency, but Bank of Canada traders 
intervened only to *TTiake sure there is an orderly 
market." the finance minister said. 

In 15 months since late 1976. the dollar's value has 
tumbled from a peak of $1.03 U.S. to a 45-year low last 
week of 88.9 cents U.S. 

It is estimated that a throe cent decline in the 
dollar’s exchange value adds almost one per cent to 
the cost of living in Canada over a year 


Shrinking buck 
wounding 
military deals 

OTJAWA (CP) — The sliding dollar may cost 
Canada $71 million extra for a long-range patrol 
aircraft and millions more for new tanks for the armed 
forces. 

It could be a factor in government jjltns for the 
new $2.3-billion fighter aircraft although Supply Min 
ister Jean-Pierre Goyer would not comment on that 
possibility Thursday. 

Goyer said outside a cabinet meeting that the long 
range patrol aircraft (LRPA). built by Lockheed 
Corp of California, will cost $71 million extra if the 
dollar continues to be worth 10 cents less than the 
American dollar. That is based on a program cost for 
the 18 Lockheed Aurora aircraft of about $700 million 

He said that payments are being made continually 
to Lockheed.

OTTAWA (CP)—The government demanded 
Thursday that Conservative MP Tom Cossitt return 
immediately what it says is a top-secret document 
stolen from the RCMP dealing with foreign agents in 
Canada. 

Solicitor-General Jean-Jacques Blais and Mi¬ 
chael Dare, head of the force’s security service, 
visited Cossitt’s Parliament Hill office to warn him he 
could be arrested if he failed to turn over the sensitive 
documents they say are in his possession. 

Blais later made It plain the government would 
use all its powers to retrieve the file and that it is 
essential to identify the source of the information. 

But he indicated no action would be taken until 
after noon today. 

Complains of visit 


Blais told reporters that the 
purpose of the extraordinary 
procedures was “basically to 
make sure that the document 
itself might permit us to 
ascertain what the source of 
that information might be.” 

Meanwhile Cossitt. after 
launching a complaint in the 
Commons about the visit of 
Blais and Dare that caused a 
three-hour debate, slipped 
away without saying what he 
would do. 

Cossitt said documents 
shown to him by the pair 
confirmed some statements 
he has made concerning So¬ 
viet funds entering Canada to 
finance terrorist activities.

• Cossitt rose in the Com 
mons on a question of privi¬ 
lege, complaining that the 
visit to his office of Blais and 
Dare constituted intimidation 
and an infringement of his 
rights as an MP.

II may not sound like 
much on a daily basis, but 
over the year the increase 
amounts to $40.15 for 
someone facing the maxi¬ 
mum 11 cents a day hike, 
and that excludes the $1 
every two months that 
Hydro has added to its 
service charge, a charge 
instituted at a flat $3 only 
last year. 

The new residential 
electricity rate for Hydro 
consumers is: Service 
charge. $4 (up from $3); 

4.5 cents per kilowatt hour 
for the first 500 kwh (down 
from 4.6 cents) and all ad¬ 
ditional consumption at 

2.5 cents per kwh (up from 
(wo cents.) Minimum 
charge will remain at

ing period. 

Gas users also face rate 
hikes. In Victoria, the bi¬

At a recent meeting w ith bicentennial 
committee representatives, the Noolkas 
s5id they would participate only if they 
received a new longhouse. sewers, cable 
television, a ferry, gy mnasium and un 
stated land grants from the provincial 
government 

Provincial Secretary Grace 
McCarthy has termed the demands 
"outrageous." 

She has, however, told the Indians the 
government is prepared to go up to 
$200,000 for the longhouse. Rarller the 


government offered $100,000 for con 
struction of the longhouse, plus assis¬ 
tance to help them create a crafts 
centre for the manufacture and sale 
of their works of art.

NANAIMO — Her recent 
history is known, and her fu¬ 
ture is hopefully bright and 
clear, but the entire story of 
what happened lu a four year 
old bald eagle now recuperat 
mg at a farm near Nanaimo, 
will probably remain a mys 
lery 

The eagle, in the past sev 
pral weeks, has resided in a 
Port Hardy greenhouse, has 
been unsuccessful in attempts 
to fly from a smokehouse roof, 
and has travelled in a cage to 
Nanaimo to be placed under 
the opv of an expert. 

In the process she has been 
nicknamed (loose and Queen 
ol slieba by her caretakers 

The eagle, not yet sporting 
the white head and tail feath 
ers of a mature bald eagle 
was found by a Hulberg fami 
lv on a beach, incapable of 
flight. 

From there, the bird was 
entrusted to the care of the 
provincial fish and wildlife 
branch and George Kearey. a 
Port Hardy resident, found 
himself with an eagle in his 
unused greenhouse. 

Kearey tqjd The Daily Colo¬ 
nist that he became the bird's 
caretaker because he was a 
friend of the fish and wildlife 
officer on north Island, and 
because he al&O Happened to 
have the empty greenhouse 

The eagle soon ate Kearey 
out of all his herring strip 
bait, and was eating a fluff 
or-five pound every day 

And Kearey found himself 
Involved in trying to teach the 
reluctant debutante how to 

fly. . ' 

He once left the bird on the 
roof of his smokehouse, but it 
simply fell off the roof and 
began drinking water from a 
nearby puddle. 

Then Kearey spotted an¬ 
other eagle in avtree, so he 
carried his new emerge to the 
spot and tried to throw her up 
in the air. hoping she'd get 
the idea and fly. 


the eagle Goose because »he 
was such a goose about fly¬

Kearey theorized that the 
bird, which had no apparent 
injuries, had somehow been 
buffeted around by a storm 
the area experienced a lew 
days before she was found, 
and somehow forgot how to 
fly. 

He said that he has heard 
that if such birds are ground¬ 
ed for a time, they do forget 
how to fly and must be taught 
all over again

The celebration of his landing should 
be held at the cove where he anchored 
And repaired his ships. Andrews said 

Cook didn't land at Friendly Cove bul 
at Resolution Cove on Bligh Island, 
more than a mile from the Indian 
village, he said. 

“There's no need to go to Friendly 
Cove If the Indians don't want us." 

Andrews said members of the Viv 
toria branch of the B.C. Historical So¬ 


ciety will propose holding the celebra¬ 
tions at Resolution Cove. 

"It’s crown property,” he said. 
"Some people w ould like the province to 
erect a tablet there. Others would also 
like to see the cove set aside as a 
historic site. 

"What we don't understand is how 
people have the impression that Cook 
landed at Friendly Cove." 

Resolution Cove is of historical signif¬ 
icance in more ways than one It was 
named after Cook's second ship, the 
Resolution, whose master was William 
Bligh. a man almost as Widely known as 
Cook because of his role in connection 
with the Bounty mutiny.

When the men of the Bounty mutinied. 
Bligh and 18 companions were turned 
adrift In small boats. Without charts, he 
sailed Ihe craft for 3,618 miles before he 
and his men were rescued. 

Cook visited Friendly Cave after es- 
tabllshlng himself at Resolution Cove. 
Andrews said. 

He states in his journal; 

"Having now finished most of our 
heavy work. I set out to take a view of 
the sound. I first went to the west point, 
where I found a large village, before if a 
very snug harbor, in which was from 
nine to four fathoms water over a 
bottom of fine sand."

The business and property 
committee had agreed Tu.es 
day night to ask the board to 
renew i(s request for first 
refusal on the properly. Hoi 
dom said. 

However, the education 
committee decided only to 
recommend to the board that 
the provincial government be 
told that the board regretted 
the fact that the facility 
would no longer be used for 
young people, in preventative, 
programs. 

Trustee F.d McGougan. 
who works for the probation 
department, did not vote on 
the issue, but gave the com¬ 
mittee some background 

He said that he has been 
told that it would cost $2 mil¬ 
lion a year to operate the 
facilities at Brannen Lake, no 
matter what the use. 

He said that he did not be 
lieve the school board could 
afford such a facility, and he 
did not believe that provin¬ 
cial money would be forth 
coming for the school district 
to operate programs there. 

He said that he understood 
that the only two provincial 
departments with the money 
for running the facility were 
the corrections branch or the 
health department, for reha¬ 
bilitation of heroin addicts. 

Holdom said that while he 
was disturbed by the tone of 
some of the protests against 
the conversion of the Island 
Youth Centre to a possible' 
remand centre, he was con¬ 
cerned about the lack of con¬ 
sultation of the community. 

He^aid that the board has 
only had a brief response to 
its request that it be given 


first refusal on the use of the 
property. 

He said that uses such as a 
training centre, or livo-in al 
tentative school or Outward 
Bound-type of program had

Opposition Leader David 
Barrett told Premier Bennett 
on Thursday to put up or shut 
up on the calling of a provin¬ 
cial election. 

Barrett was responding to 
an earlier suggestion by Ben¬ 
nett that the coming annual 
budget would be solid enough 
to seek a mandate. 

The premier did not say 
there would be an election this 
year or that he was even 
t hinking of going to the people 
in his third year In office. He 
said be did not want an elec¬ 
tion, but that If the NDP 
maintained its criticism of 
government economic policy, 
he might consider challeng¬ 
ing It on the hustings on mat¬ 
ters of financial responsibili¬ 
ty. 

He also charged the NDP 
with being "the enemy with¬ 
in" and with Irresponsible ac¬ 
tions regarding the economy. 

Barrett said if any charges 
of irresponsibility were to be 
laid, they should be aimed at 
Bennett. 

"He has called this session 
late and left the business com¬ 
munity completely uncertain 
as to what the budget will be." 
Barrett said. “To that he adds 
threats of an election to com¬ 
pound the uncertainty. It's 
time he stopped the sword- 
rattling and either called an 
election or slopped talking 
about it.” 

Barrett said Bennett and 
Social Credit had been elected 
to govern, but that it had “no 
policy, no programs, noth¬ 
ing." 

The member for Vancouver 
East said the least the govern¬ 
ment could do to ease unem¬ 
ployment was “start a mas¬ 
sive reforestation program” 
to get some of the younger 
members of the ranks of un¬ 
employed working. 

Barrett said he didn't want 
to make direct links between 
tlie high unemployment of 
\uung people and increasing 
crime, “but there is a connec¬ 
tion,” he said. 

He noted that the latest 
crime statistics showed crime 
high in communities where 
unemployment was also high. 

Asked how he thought the 
NDP would fare if a provin¬ 
cial election was called. Bar¬ 
rett said he wasn't prepared 
to make any predictions. "But 
I might re-run one of the pre-

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HAND ACROSS BORDER 
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Bond issue 
digs deep 
for dollar 

OTTAWA (CP) — The government announced 
Thursday night that it was borrowing $750 million U.S. 
in the United States through a public issue of Govern-1 
ment of Canada bonds, the government said in a 
prepared announcement Thursday. 

The money will be used to support the dollar and to 
cover a deficit in international transactions. Finance 
Minister Jean Chrelieh said on Feb. 21 the government 
was planning to borrow abroad, but did not indicate 
how much. 

The proposed bond issue will consist of equal 
principal amounts of five-year bonds maturing in i<M3. 
seven-and a half year bonds maturing in 1985 and 
20-year bonds maturing in 1998 

Chretien said a registration statement for the bond 
issue would be filed soon with the U.S. Securities and 
Exchange Commission Further details on the b'or 
rowing will be released then. 

Finance officials said they were ‘moving w ith dis¬ 
patch” on the bond issue, but it likely would lake 
several weeks before the money is raised. 

Meantime, the government is borrowing $200 mil¬ 
lion U.S. from a special $1.5 billion standby credit set 
up with chartered banks last fall to defend the dollar's 
value. 

Finance officials say this is not the first time that 
the government has borrowed through a U.S. bond 
issue. In 1968, $100 million U.S. was raised through a 
similar bond issue in New York. _ 

The urgency of the oovernment’s situation was 
underlined Thursday when published figures showed 
the country’s official reserves dropped to an eight- 
year low in February. 

The government spent $715.3 million of its U.S. dol 
lar holdings in February in an effort to slow the 
dollar's failing value. After including changes in hold¬ 
ings of other forms of reserves, including gold and 
so-called special drawing rights In the International 
Monetary Fund.-the official reserves were down in the 
month by $708.6 million' 

The Canadian currency's value weakened in re¬ 
sponse to the news rtf hea\ f y government intervention 
to support it. closing Thursday at 89 33 cents U.S. 

In the Commons Thursday. Chretieh continued to 
insist that the .dollar is floating freely on currency 
exchange markets. February was ‘particularly diffl 
--vult" for the currency, but Bank of Canada traders 
intervened only to "make sure there is an orderly 
market.” the finance minister said. 

In 15 months since late 1976. the dollar’s value has 
tumbled from a peak of $1.03 U.S. to a 15-year low last 
week of 88.9 cents U.S. 

It is estimated that a three-cent decline in the 
dollar’s exchange value adds almost one per cent to 
the cost of living in Canada over a year. 


Shrinking buck 
wounding 
military deals 

OTTAWA (CP) — The sliding dollar may cost 
Canada $71 million extra for a long-range patrol 
aircraft and millions, more for new tanks for the armed 
forces. 

It could be a factor in government plans for the 
new $2.3-billion fighter aircraft although Supply Min¬ 
ister Jean-Pierre Goyer would not comment on that 
possibility Thursday. 

Goyer said outside a cabinet meeting that the long 
range patrol aircraft (LRPA). built by Lockheed 
Corp. of California, will cost $71 million extra if the 
dollar continues to be worth 10 cents less than lhe u 
American dollar. That is based on a program cost for 
the 18 Lockheed Aurora aircraft of about $700 million. 

lie said that payments are being made continually 
to Lockheed. 

“For the time being, because of the value of the 
dollar, we have to pay more. What the value of the 
dollar will be six months from now and until the 
completion of the contract, f Can’t predict.” 

Allan McKinnon. Conservative defence critic, said 
the government may have to pay up to 20 per cent 
more than originally estimated for new Leopard tanks 
being built by Krauss-Maffei. a West German firm. 
The German mark has climbed in value to 56 
cents in comparison to the dollar from 10 cents since 
the contract was signed in October. 1976 

The armed forces, are buying 128 Leopard C l 
battle tanks at a cost of $187 million.

Government 
hunts ‘leak’ 

OTTAWA (CP)—Th? government demanded 
Thursday that Conservative MP Tom Cossitt return 
immediately what it says is a top-secret document 
stolen from the RCMP dealing with foreign agents in 
Canada. 

Solicitor-General .lean Jacques Blais and Mi¬ 
chael Dare, head of the force's security service, 
visited Cossitt's Parliament Hill office to warn him he 
could be arrested if he failed to turn over the sensitive 
documents they say are in his possession. 

Blais later made it plain the government would 
use all its powers to retrieve the file and that it is 
essential to identify the source Of the information. 

But he indicated no action would be taken until 
after noon today. 

Complains of visit 


Blais told reporters that the 
purpose of the extraordinary 
procedures was “basically to 
make sure that the document 
itself might permit us to 
ascertain what the source of 
that information might be.” 

Meanwhile Cossitt. after 
launching a complaint in the 
Commons about the visit of 
Blais and Dare that caused a 
three-hour debate, slipped 
away without saying what he 
would do. 

Cossitt said documents 
shown to him by the pair 
confirmed some statements 
he has made concerning So¬ 
viet funds entering Canada to 
finance terrorist activities. 

This is what happened in a 
confusing day that stopped 
Commons business: 

• Cossitt rose in the Com¬ 
mons on a question of privi¬ 
lege. complaining that the 
visit to his office of Blais and 
Dare constituted intimidation 
and an infringement of his 
rights as an MP. 

• He was supported by a 
large number of Conserva¬ 
tive and New Democratic 
Party MPs. 

• Prime Minister Trudeau 
said Cossitt's use of the stolen 
documents "gravely under 
mines” the RCMP’s.efforts to 
protect national security and 
helps Canada's enemies. 

• The government offered 
to have Commons Speaker 
James Jerome keep the docu¬ 
ments until Monday, but Con 
servative MP Eric Nielson 
warned that this might make 
Jerome an accessory after 
the fact if it turns out the 
documents were stolen. 


• Blais in effect gave Cos¬ 
sitt until noon today to de¬ 
cide what to do. Blais said he 
would not do anything until 
Jerome made a preliminary 
ruling on Cossitt's question of 
privilege then. 

• About two houft after (he 
debate began.

VANCOUVER (CP) — the 
B.C. Automobile Association

Bill McKinley, association 
president, said in a news re¬ 
lease that B.C. motorists 
were paying more for gaso¬ 
line produced from domestic 
crude oil than Americans 
were "paying for gasoline 
made from Middle East 
crude, which costs up to $1 a 
barrel more.

mom. were Ireuigid for exposure and later 
released from Roy al Jubilee Hospital 
At least.two persons, including Rowe s 
mother Prudence, became concerned yhen 
the two were spotted paddling in choppy 
water about 1,000 metres from shore 
"I saw them paddling down to Arbutus 
Cove and I said to myself they 're going to be 
in the water before long." Mrs. Rowe said. 

Further along at 4351 Gordon Head, house 
keeper Mary Alexander made a similar 


prediction when she saw the canoeists 

As she watchedUlheni try to turn their 
canoe around, shelnought a wave capsized 
it. Cries for help alerted Mrs. Rowe that hrr 
son was In the water. 

Both women separately called police at 
about 3:30 p.m 

Mrs. Alexander ran to the cliff and waved 
a dishcloth to let the two men know they 
had been seen. She recalled their yelling 
something like "it's damn cold." 


She and her employer .Monte Vanton. then 
tried to get a boat from their garage 
down the cliffs but got only two-thirds of the 
way down when il became apparent that the 
two were doing to he blown into shore and 
rescued. 

At one point, the canoeists left their craft 
and tried to swim ashore but Mrs. Rowe said 
later they had thought that's what police 
were telling them to do. 


Mrs Rowe avoided considerable anxiety 
by getting "Involved" in the rescue She 
ran out to the road to direct rescuers onto 
the property and later helped keep the two 
men warm after thdy were pulled out onto 
the rocks before going to hospital. 

She said her son should have known better 
than to take the canoe out on rough water 

"When they recover, they're in for it." she 
said.

Aid Robin Blencoe, chairman of the city's 
parks and recreation committee, said hr 
hoped to get as many of the additional items 
done as possible during that six week peri 
od 

Total cost of the improvements to the 
Crystal Pool is estimated at $247,000, but of 
that amount $62,000 had been approved 
last year. 

The city hopes the provincial government 
will contribute an estimated $82,000 to the 
cost of the projects. .Jiut will go it alone-il 
necessary. 

He pointed out that the estimates were all 


on the high side. Installation of the tim 
ing equipment had. for instance, been esti¬ 
mated at $33,000. but when the city called for 
tenders, the lowest bid was for $39,000. 

Blencoe said he expected similar savings 
on the other items once tenders were called 

Blencoe said in an interview after the 
meeting that the money spent on the al 
terations and improvements would prove to 
be a good investment. He said the city 
had to spend the money to attract visitors to 
the pool. 

Too many people had been using the Oak 
Bay recreation centre because it offered bet 
ter facilities and a friendlier atmosphere 

His aim. he said, was two fold. He wanted 
to see the poo! become a “complete recre¬ 
ation leisure centre” and at the same time 
serve as the province's most outstanding 
facility for swim competitions.

The camera stand will join the ice cream vendor, the hot 
sausage seller, horse-drawn vehicles, double-decker buses 
and the San Francisco-style streetcar on a truck chassis 

Ellis said in a letter to the city he would erect a three 
by three-foot stall and go into business with half a dozen 
Polaroid cameras. He said a lot of tourists would like to lake 
pictures but don't have cameras with them. 

When Aid. Ronald Mckenzie asked in what direction 
the city was going. Tindall replied "total chaos.” but 
Aid. Murray Glazier said he didn’t see it that way. 

He saw nothing wrong with selling hoi sausages and 
renting cameras at the causeway It was good business, he 
said

A small, intimate school with a special role in a gen 
orally low-income area characterized by a diversity of 
• ethnic and linguistic groups 

That was the image that came across Wednesday 
night as the Greater Victoria School board held the first of 
six meetings scheduled for the next month in schools 
identified for possible closure owing to declining enrol 
ment or inadequate facilities 
-TOLMIE ELEMENTARY now has less than half the 
enrolment it had in 1970, when it peaked at 507 students 
Since that time its enrolment has dropped every September 
to a low of 248 students in September, 1977. The school now 
has 231 students. 

One contributing factor has been a declining number of 
young families as the neighborhood grows older, and 
commercial and industrial development which has re 
duced the number of residences 

The extension of Blanshard Street to the Pat Bay High 
way will cut off more families.in the school’s alien 
dance area, school district planner KVan Oakley* said 
He estimated the school’s attendance next year at about 
184. in 1979 at 165-170. and in 1980 at 155-160. 

THE SCHOOL PLANT itself is in good condition. Oakley 
said. School operating costs last year were 12 cents a square 
foot compared with The district average of 12.5 cents. 

Principal Wilfred Durrani said the school had found 
good use for the rooms made "surplus” by declining enrol 
ment. Three are taken up by special classes, one for pri 
mary mentally-retarded students, one for emotionally dis 
Curbed children, and one for students taking English 
as a second language. 

Other rooms arc used for art. music programs such as 
strings, band, and an accordion band, storage and a mini 
gym 

The school has an average class size of 21.8 students, 
below the district average of 24. because it was staffed for 
an enrolment of 275 students. Durrant said. 

“The strength of this school is the individual attention 
' that children get." Durrant said. Because the school is 
small, the staff can learn the names and individual prob 
lems of every students, a particular advantage in inte 
grating the students in the special Hasses into the rogu. 
Iar school curriculum, Durrant said. 


Labor strategists remained 
tight-lipped Thursday about 
their plans in the explosive 
B,C. Hydro dispute leaving 
the impression that they 
might have a surprise move 
in the making. 

Indications were that all 
three Hydro unions were 
moving toward collective ac¬ 
tion against the corporation 
under the guiding hand of 
the B.C. Federation of Labor 

Originally, two possible 
lines of attack appeared in 
the offing—a full transit 
strike in Victoria and Van¬ 
couver or all-out job action 
against Hydro operations 
throughout the province. 

But there was a hint Thurs 
day that the unions might 
have something else up their 
sleeves. 

Following the first, of two 
strategy meetings in Vancou¬ 
ver union officials would say 
only that there might be an 
attack on what they call the 
province’s "anti-labor” legis¬ 
lation. They didn't zero in on 
the specific legislation or in 
dicate what the approach 
might he. 

But it appeared likely they 
could be prepared to take a 
stand if the government at 
tempts to use the measures of 
essential service legislation 
to thwart any fnajor crippling 
of Hydro. 

The meetings involved rep 
resentat.ives from the three 
Hydro unions and the labor 
federation. As the day wore 
on secrecy became the catch 
word and union officials were 
reluctant to even disclose the 
location of an evening meet 
ing. They said they were'acl- 
ing on the advice of federa 
tion secretary Len Guy. 

Thursday's meetings fol 
lowed "study sessions” that 
hailed urban transit service 
in Vancouver Tuesday and 
Victoria Wednesday. The 
public had been warned well 
in advance by the Amalga¬ 
mated Transit Union and the 
impact of the short-lived cut 
m service was not severe 

However, the threat of a 
prolonged bus strike as early 


as Monday has not disap¬ 
peared. 

Other unions involved in 
the contract battle are the 
International Brotherhood of 
Electrical Workers and the 
Office and Technical Em 
p oyees Union. Like the ATI 
the Hydro gas workers co 
vered by one local of the 
IBEW arc also in a position to 
strike. 

The matter came lo a head 
when the ATU and its 3.500 
bus drivers, mechanics and 
tradesmen rejected propos 
als from mediator Ken Alber 
tini. R was the latest of sever 
al attempts lo resolve the 
dispute. Hours of work and 
control of the transit spare- 
board system remain major 
issues.

Great little school 
on Closure Lane 


TEACHER Peter Richards read a brief from the staff in 
which he noted that the school’s physical facilities were 
excellent, and because of the school’s small enrolment 
students have more frequent gym sessions than they 
would get at a large school. The school is also well-local 
cd for district programs. 

“It is better to pay for a good school situation now 
than to pay for delinquency later,” he added. 

"There is no other school in the district that has so 
many students who had educational or emotional handi¬ 
caps. and which handles them as successfully within 
the regular school environment.” 

PARENTS WHO spoke agreed, stating that the many 
students from single-parent families and ethnic back 
grounds would he “lost in the shdffle’*‘in a school of 300 
students. 

Other points raised by the parents were 

• A federally-funded Neighborhood Improvement Pro 

gram in the area will encourage more families to live 
th^re. and means a long term commitment t'o residential 
zoning. __ 

• A survey of the school’s parents showed that if Tol 
tnie was Hosed, almost all of them would send their Hill 
dren to HamptoN school, creating serious crowding there 
There are also doubts about the ability of nearby schools lo 
accommodate all the students. 

• The publicity surounding the possible closure of the 
school has caused many parents to take their children out 
earlier. About 13 students wfcre taken out of the school 
at Christmas for this reason, the parents said. 

• By closing schools, the school board is making the 
old saw about Victoria being a city for the “newlywed and 
the nearly dead" come true. 

One speaker who does not have children in the school 
said she represented taxpayers in the area. 

“As long as I Know there are teachers in this school to 
teach those kids I will be happy to pay my taxes.” 

THE LAST WORD came from a parent who said that 
during his boyhood in China his family had fled Jo a village 
to escape the w ar, and in spite of the poverty the village res 
idents had found ways to keep three small schools going, 
resisting suggestions to combine them into one more effi 
cient. but less personal school 

"Now we come here, and we all have cnmfnrtaj>lr 
homes, and they want to close the schools.” 
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
